| Zo the Editor of the Intelligencer’, 
Sin,—-A_ prominent manufacturer, with 
Reform sympathies, camo to mo the othor 
| day with a copy of Mr, Blako’s speech at 
Malvern, and asked my opinign as to 
whether [considered the interests of manu- 
| facturers safe in his hands, now that he 
} had swallowed his convictions, and ap- 
parently adopted the policy of Protection 
to native industry, which he had erstwhile 
80 bitterly attacked. 

Having carefully read the speech rofer 
red to I was enabled to reply that 1 con- 
sidered it buta plaugible subterfuge to 
catch votes, aud that manufacturers would 
| hover cease to regret their action were 
thoy at this crisis to drop the substance, 
already within their grasp, for tho shadow 
of an ** alternative policy.” I gave him my 
roasons for this opinion,andnow submit the 
| same reasons, in briof, for the consideration 
| of your readers, 

Near the commencement of his speech 
Mr. Blake was careful to assure his audi- 
ence ‘that thore is, in my belief, a gener- 
al Concurrence of sontiments between us, 
inclading Sir RK. Cartwright, whom I namo 
only because our advorsaries delight to .ro- 
prosont him as holding other yiews’.’ Mr, 
Blake was cortainly within the mark in 
assuming that the frionds of tho National 
| Policy belivve Sie Richard to hold other 
‘views. We judge him by his acts and by 
‘his utterances. 
turned a political somersault on the tarilf 
question, but per contra his most re- 
cent deliverances havo been as_ bitterly 
denunciatory of Protection as the moat 
ardent Frée Trader could desire. — I only 
quote extracts from his speeches of a not 
later date than 1886. During the yory

not Mr, Paterson (Brant) who started from 
his seat in the House of Commons, ou th 
evyentny of April 16th, 1886, that ‘it he 
(the Ministor of Finance) wanta moucy, a 
there is no doubt he does, it Would bo bot 
tor for the people of Canada if +o 
increased. duly which he propowes to put 
sugar, on lea dul coffee.”

The points | have drawn attention to are 
but a fow of those wherein there is such 
lack of harmony between the professions 
of the leador of the Rofarm party and tbe 
convictions of his wnost prominent support- 
ors ; that not only manufacturors, but every 
Protectiovist may well distrust the genuina: 
nose of such au eleventh hour. conversion.

| doubt when this policy was proposed, 
that our stupid and foolish imitation of the 


American protective system, would inevitably 
result, as I say it is resulting to-day, in 
causing’ a very large number of manufac- 
turers of Canada to desire, at any cost and 
in any shape or fashiob, to extend ‘our 
markets, and to obtain a commercial,if not 
a politicalincorporation with the United 
States.” Thewabove extracts, which can 
be multiplied almrést ad iyinitum ‘are sufli- 


hesitate to entrust Sir Richard with an op- 
portunity to tinker with the tariff, when he 


| can help to prevent such a calamitous con- 


summation by his vote and influence, 

As his speech progressed Mr. Blake 
took his audience into his confidence and 
endeavored to excuse his sudden charge of 
front by saying, ‘‘But you know also that 
wo ure obliged to raise yearly'a great sum, 
made greater by the obligations imposed 
upon us by this Goverment ; and that we 
must-contipue to raise this sum mainly by 
import duties laidy to a great extent, on 
goods similar to those which can be manu- 
| factured here ; and that it results as a nec- 
| essary incident of our settled fiscal system 
that there must bea largé; and; as 1 be- 
lieve, anamplo ‘advantage to the “homé 
manufacturer,” 

That sounds very plausible, does it not } 
but, after all, there does not seem to bo 
such unatdmity of opinion between Mr. 
Blake and Sir Richard as the formor would 
have his audience beliove, The latter 
| gentleman takes 4 very differont view of 
the’case, and, in going over exactly the 
same ground, makes his argument particu- 
Jarly clear ; vory unlike the involved state- 
| méybtof his leader. Sir Richard says,

These figures indicate very clearly the im- 
mense advantage gained by the farmers of 
Canada under tho operation of the Nation- 
al Policy. The whole reduction in the cost 
of transportation by land and water from 
Canada to Liverpool has been added to the 

rice obtained by the farmer for his wheat. 
Take. for example, the figures for Septem- 
ber 22nd, 1878. The Toronto price of No. 
2 spring wheat was then 34 cents below 
the Liverpool figure, that difference repre 
senting the cost of handling, elevating, in- 
surances, freight, etc. ; but on September 
22nd, 1886, the Toronto price was only 18 
cents below the Liverpool figure, the near- 
er approximation than in 1878 of 16 cents 
haying gone into the pockets of Canadian 
farmers, who received the advantage of a 
reduction of 74 cents in the rate of freight 
from Montreal to Liverpool, and of 84 
cents in Jand carriage, cost of handling etc. 
We challenge successful contradiction of 
the fact that upon every day of the months 
of September, October and November the 
Toronto prices of No. 2 spring wheat were 
from 15 to 20 cents nearer those of Liver- 
pool in 1886 than in 1878, that is to say, 
that the Canadian farmer obtained so much 
more for his wheat than he would have 
done had the conditions of 1878 as to 
freight, etc., prevailed last year. 

The gain the farmers haye made is large- 
ly due to the increase in the fornign trade 
of the Dominion, the enhanced prosperity 
the country over, that the National Policy 
has produced. At the port of Montreal 
alone the tonnage of ccean veasels has 
more than doubled since 1878, Here are 
the figures ;—

Shippers have negotiated 
on atock a little under choice at 13}c., but 
they have been slightly below the top all 
winter, pickin tifauch parcels as could be 
had for what ty were willing to pay, Mr. 
Hodgson’s Liverpool circular makes a 
total ahortage for the year ending May 
1 next, of 650,000 boxes and over; 
and if this estimate be correct, we see no 
reason to doubt that there will be a slow 
but contifiuous advance inprice. The es- 
timate for Glasgow is surprisingly smal), 
and that city will have to send to Liverpool 
for. supplies before the winter is over. The 
Scotch were over-prudent about buying 
last fall, and now they must pay the price 
if they want thecheese, Of the 13,479 box- 
es received last weak in New York, 4,685 
were Pennsylyania skims, the best of which 
sold at 33@40. The adyance, of the cable to 
64s. shows that prices are solid on the other 
side, In fact the situation all around is as 
firm as could be desired, and 14c. is bound 
to be the price before the season is over. 
Makers have had lessons on oarly cheese 
which they will not be apt to forget,and we 
doubt if that bustness will be any more 
overdone than it was last year.

the information. What must you do to 
gota timber limit? Do not think these 
timber limits are like those in this country 
or in Quebec or Ontario or British Colum- 
bia, forthe limits in the North-West mean 
something very different to thsese. There 
they are little spare clumps of timber, you 
would scarcely call them trees here, which 
are seattered along the banks of the rivers 
and bluffs, and which are not suitable 
for any kind of tine work, but which are 
used chiefly for making settlers’ houses 
and fences and other things necessary for 
settlers’ use.

One is that 
the settlers who before were not able to 
get lumber, saye ata distance, have now 
the mills close at hand and they get tho 
cimber chaper, and in addition to that com- 
fort, there has been paid into the Domin- 
ion treasury over $600,000 as the income 
of these timber limits, and, asI said be- 
fore, not one single instance can be shown 
where these limits have been disposed of 
in any other way than according to the 
strict letter of the law and the regulations 
which haye been laid down. So much, 
then, with reference to this timber limit 
business. In the light of the above facts, 
add I challenge their contradiction, what 
must be thought of the reckless dishonesty 
of those who make such unfounded charg- 
os, and seek to gain a verdict against the 


| Government on tho atrength of an indict- 
ment whose falsity is equaled only by the 


shameless boldness with which it is made. 

Then they say the Government uses the 
railway subsidy systein as a means ‘to de- 
bauch and corrupt the electorate, and also 
to put money into the pockets of its fayor- 
Let us analyze this matter. It is

How tho ‘‘Ketallation’’ BILL Would Effect 
the Yankees Themsclves, 


Hon. M. Bowell, Minister of Oustoms in 
au interview with the New York Herald's 
correspondent in Ottawa anent the effeet of 
the proposed U.S, retaliation move,said our 
imports from the United States during the 
fiscal year of 1886 amounted to something 
like $40,000,000 in round numbers, while 
the United States only gave us a market 
forour products to the value of $36,000,000» 
which shows a balance of trade of $4,000, 
000 against us. Inthe past 13 years we 
purchased $610,594,702 worth of American 
products in the United States, théy wore 
only purchasers from Canada to the extent 
of $456,766,765, showing a balance of trade 
against the Dominion during that period of 
$153,827,937, The average yearly export, 
it will be seen, was only $35,135,990, while 
our imports averaged $46,068,832. 

During 1886 upwards of 503 American 
vessels passed through the Welland canal, 
which of course, would be closed in the 
event of a policy of retaliation being 
adopted.

That Iufernal Machine, 


The Fuse Found in the Cabin of 
Steamer, 


the 

New York, Feb, 2.—The fuse of the 
infernal machine which was placed on 
board the steamer Guyandotte was found 
in the cabin of the vessel yesterday, It 
was identified as something patterned after 
the infernal machinv which Mezzeroff has 
advertised so persistently as an in*ention 
of his own and a sample of which, according 
to Captain Phelan, who was stabbed in the 
office in 1885, was put aboard the National 
steamship Queen by Irish dynamiters in 
1883. Second officor Heller happened to 
see a small brass object lying among splin- 
ters in the cabin. He picked it up and it 
looked like part of the nozzle of an ordi- 
nary garden hose except both ends were 
closed. Lt was four and one half inches 
long and may be generally described as 
two brags cylinders fitted together with an 
expanded joint. A thumbscrew projected 
like a stopcock handle from the side of the 
joint. A cap on the upper cylinder screw- 
ed on tightly, the cylinder between tho cap 
and joint might have held about a gill of 
liquid,

TABERNACLE: SERMONS. 


Discourse by Rev. T. DoWitt Talmage 


“IS THE CHRISTIAN RELIGION A 
CHEAT ?” 


Brooxtyn, Jan. 30 —At the Tabernacle this 
mormng the Rev. T. De Witt Talmage, D. D.,

After reading another list of those who during 
the week had united with the church, Dr, 
Talmage discussed thasubject, '* Is the Christian 
Religion a Cheat?’ [lis textwas: ‘* He made 
his arrdwé briglit, he consulted with images, he 
looked | in the liver.” Ezekiel xxi, 21. The 
preacher said ;

He took a Lundle of errows, put them t gether, 
mixed them up, thea pu led fourth one aod by 
the inséription on it decided whatcity he should 
first ardault Then du animal was slain, and by 
the lighter or darker color of the liver the bright- 
er or darker prospe Ct of success was inferred, 
That is the meaning Of thétext: '* He made his 
arrows bright, hecossulted with images, he look- 
ed in the liver.”

When Sir John Macdonald's Goy- 
ernment was in powerin 1873 this question 
came up.” The Government promised that 
the convict contract system should be done 
away with as fast as the existing contracts 
wouldallow. When the Mackenzie Gov- 
ernment went into power Sir John, in 1875, 
asked what course the Governmeot pro- 
posed to follow. Mr, Mackenzio said he 
thought they might be able to employ the 
convicts in manufactycing the greater por- 
tion of the rolling stock required on the 
railways. Mr, Mills said the convicts 
should be taught trades, because if the 
Government engaged them at unprofitable 
pursuits the loss to the state wculd have to 
be made up by putting a tax on the indus- 
tries of the country, and besides ifthe con- 
victs were taught trades it would-be a prac- 
tical advantage to them when they went 
back to the community, Mr. Blake sat still, 
He said nothing in fayor of the working- 
man. He never raised his voice in support 
of Sir Johp and the workingman, To day, 
no thanks to Mr, Blake, who never raised 
a finger to help, Sir John 1s able to state 
that by the policy of his Government the 
coutract system has been abolished, and the 
convicts are now employed in work that in- 
terferes as little as possible with the indus- 
tries of the country, Further, without a 
word from Mr. Blake favorable to it, with- 
out a particle of practical aid from Mr. 
Blake, the Government last session passed 
a law absolutely prohibiting the importation 
of prison made articles from the United 
States into Canada. 

Mr. Blake says he is in favor of pro- 
hibition of Chinese immigration. Le never 


asylum to all who caine into our country, 
irrespective of color, hair or anything else.”

And 1 wanted just 
to tell you a few things about it this even- 
ing, and leave you to see if you can find it 
when you go home, Of course, I could go 
right out with you now, and point it out to 
you. But that would spoil the pleasure 
you will have in finding it for yourself. 1 
won't even tell you which way in the 
heavens to look for it. 

** But now, I will tell you three things 
about it: First, when you find it, if you 
will look at these two stars opposite the 
handle,‘and follow the direction in which 
they point, right up to that bright star,you 
will come to the North star! Thht is call- 
ed the ‘North Star’ because it is directly 
over tho North Pole of the carth; and these 
two stars are called the ‘ Pointers’; why, 
Alice 7” 

A.—* Because they point to tha North 
Star,” 

U. J.—** Yes. Well, the second thing I 
want to tol] you about this dipper is that 
this star here at the end of | the handle, 
when you look clozely at it, is two stars, a 
bright one and a dim one, that seem very 
close together ; and the dim one is a beau- 
tiful double star; but if we look at it 
through one of those machines called ‘telo- 
scopes,’ it would appear, as it really is, two 
great bnght stars. Therre are thousands 
of double stars among all the stars that we 
see every night, bat this is ono of the most 
interesting of them. 

“The dipper was originally called ‘Charles- 
Wain’ or Wagon. Itis part of the con- 
stellation or star group, Ursa Major, she 
Groat Bear, the dipper handle represont- 
ing the tail of the bear. The name of this 
double star, the middle one of the three in 
the bear's tail, is Mizar. The Pole Star is 
also a double star. 

“Tho most interesting thing 1 was going 
to tell you is this : If-a long, straight wire 
could be stretched afl the way from that 
North Star to the North Pole of the earth 
on which we live,and that wire could be run 
straight through the earth to the South 
Pole, and then stretched straight: on ‘and 
on, away out to the farthest star ih the op- 
posite part of the hoavens, the part of that 
Wire that wasin the earth, reaching from 
one pole to the other, would represent tho 
axis of the earth around which the whole 
globe of the earth revolves or turns, just as 
I turn’this ball round and round, you see, 
about this knitting noedle. You know the 
earth turns over, in that way, from west to 
cast once a day, slowly rolling over like 
that in just twenty-four hours. Well,now, 
that motion of the earth itself, slow- 
ly turning over from west to cast, 
makes the whole heavens, all the stars 
and tho sin and moon all/feem to turn 
around right the othos way, from east to 
west, don’t you see 7 So the sun seoms to 
riso in the east and go over our heads and 
down out of our sightin the west! Tho 
moon does the same ; and all the stars, ox- 
cept the North Star, do the same. The 
staré oll rise in tho east, pass up over our 
heads, those that are not too far north or 
too far south, and pass down out of sight 
in the west. Ofcourse those that riso in 
the east in the morfiing with the sun, pass 
over our heads in the day time and set 
when the sun does, we cannot 866, because 
the great bun shines so much brighter. Do 
you undorstand it? If so, you do pretty 
woll, You want to understand it so that 
you can.see it all with your eyos shut.

The Dollar and its Purchasing Power, 


1478 avd 1886 Comprared—No Demand for 
ld Times—The New TarifY Doos the 
Work,

AND THE WORKINGMAN. 

How has the National Policy acted upon 
the wages-receiving classes of the Domin- 
ion! Degrade the workman and you de- 
teriorate his workmanship. Pauperize the 
toiler and the leverage is lost of national or 
industrial elevation. The concomitants of 
underpaid labor areamong thegravest social 
and. national evils of the age, sapping as 
théy do the vitality ofthe race and the 
growth of its commerce, 

The broad-minded founders of the Nation- 
al Policy had these conclusions in mind 
when thoy framed the present tariff. They 
aimed to. make it an effective instrument 
to enrich and enlarge the daily thought 
and life of the great wage-receiving classes 
by giving, through its operations, employ- 
ment to laborat good wages; and, by 
cheapening and perfecting the products of 
our mills, they ought to make the dollar 
go further thanit did under the old tariff 
system. 

We propose, in this paper, to show that 
the National Policy has done for the wage- 
receiving class all that was promised and 
expected, 

in order to ascertain the actual facts an 
investigation has been made. 

1. Into the prices of articles of clothing 
in 1878 and 1886. 

2. Into the prices of articles of food and 
drink for Lhe same years ; 

3. Into the prices of fuel and light for 
the same years ; 

4. Into the cost of dwelling acccommoda- 
tion for the same years, 

An investigation has also been made into 
the wages received for the same years. 

These investigations have been conduct- 
edinthe city of Montreal, where the 
variety of occupations is so great that a 
large number of facts can be gathtred from 
which to make the general deductions. 

In the mattor of 

WAGES, 


About forty classes of skilled employ- 
ment have been compared, These include 
carpenters, joiners, coopers, roofers, iron 
litters, boiler makers, moulders, plumbers, 
steam-fitters, brass founders, blacksmiths, 
painters, masons, bricklayers, cigar makers, 
plasterers, printers, cotton workers, papor 
makers, silk workers, etc., etc, © 

The wages of unskilled labor are obtain- 
ed from thé owners of docks, from the city 
corporation and from general business men. 

Comparing the forty classes of skilled 
workmen the result is that the wages re- 
ceived in 1886 averaged 26 percent, higher 
than in 1878. 

Skilled railway employees (as given by 
the Grand Trunk company) show an. in- 
crease of 74 por cent. in wages. 

The wages of unskilled labor, taken gene- 
rally, show an increase of 25 per cent. 

Represented by didgrams the facts gath-

PURCHASING POWER OF A DOLLAR, 


We come next to the auestion of the pur- 
chasing power of adollar. To obtain this 
investigation was made (1) into the prices 
of thirty different articles of food and drink, 
In this case it was found that the power of 
the dollar in 1886 had increased 124 cents 
as compared with 1878. That is, a man’s 
wife could go.out last year and buy $1 worth 
of each of the thirty articles, and find that 
of the whole she had one-eighth more in 
quantity in her larder than the same money 
would haye bought in 1878. For example : 
with a dollar to buy sugar, lasb year the 
wife could get one-third more ; of oatmeal 
one-fifth more ; of butter, eggs and, some 
other things she would not get as much ; of 
other things she would get the same in 1886 
asin 1878. Lumping all together, she 
would get one-eighth more in 1886 than in 
1878. 

By lines, this increased purchasing power 
of the dollar to buy morein 1886 than in 
1878, is represeated as follows .

any inore, raise the standard of his Jiviny 
noarly 13 per cont. higher, or oan clothe 
himaelf and family 20 per cent, better, or 
cau give himself and family 19 por cent. 
more heat and light in his home 

These statements are based upou the 
supposition that in 1878 as well as in 1886 
the workman obtained atoady employuiwont, 

But as workmen well know by bitter ex- 
perience, in 1878 work was by no means 
regular, It was devidodly irrogular, It was 
three days’ work in the week. There was 
not a shop in Montreal in the winter time 
working on full time. For want of their 
own kindof work skilled mechanics were 
working on the Mountain park roads and 
on the canal] for from 60 cents to 81 a day. 
Thesao very men are now getting os high as 
$2.50 a day and working fulltime. 

With respect to rents, though they were 
loWer in 1878 than in 1886, it mu:t be re- 
membered that the workman had no 
money to pay even the lower rent. with. 
The number of people who were ‘sold out” 
because they could not pay their rent in 
1878 was, ay everyone knows, very great 
It was the same throughoutall the Uart- 
wright tariff years.

GRIT BOODLING OPERATIONS. 


HOW THEY WERE PREVENTED BY THE PRE- 
SENT GOVERNMENT. 


The Grit newspapers have been very loud 
in their charges against the Government, of 
corruption in connection with the leasing 
of timber limits—not ono of which allega- 
tions has the slightest foundatien in truth 
—but were the worst of their charges true, 
jt would not lie in their mouths to make 
the accusation, as their party has been 
proved to be guilty of the grossest job of 
that nature ever perpetrated in any country. 
We allude to the grant by the Mackenzie 
Government to H, H. Cook, M. P., one of 
the champion bribers of the Grit party and 
Mr. Hugh Sutherland, M. P., an always 
hungry Grit, of 200 square miles of timber 
limits in the Saskatchewan country—a 
grant comprising virtually thie whole of the 
timber lands which are of value in that part 
of the country,at a nominal price. 

Mr. Cook, it will be recollected, was de- 
feated in North Simcoe in 1878, and as he 
bad confessed in court to having spent 
somewhere about $18,000 in bribing the 
constituency in previous elections, the 
Mackenzie Government, after they had 
been defeated at the polls, made the. grant 
above alluded to, with the object of repay- 
ing to Mr. Cook, at the public expense,the 
enormous amount which he had expended 
in bribery in the Grit interest. The fol- 
lowing is a copy of the Order-in-Council, 
undor which the grant was formally made : 
Copy of a report of committee of the Honora: 

ble the Privy Council,approved by His Excel: 

lency the Governor General in Council, on 
the 7th October, 1878 : 

On a memorandum, dated 4th October, 1878, 
from the Honorable the Minister of the Interior, 
representing that being of opinion that it would 
encourage and facilitace settlement in the valley 
of the Sasketchewan if facilities wers afforded 
for obtaming lumber at a reasonable price, 
which he learns cannot be done at the present 
time, he r. comends that a limber limit to the ex. 
tent of twojtandrrd square miles on the Baskatch- 
ewan river and its tributaries in the Northwest 
terrwriés be granted to Messrs, Cook and Suth- 
criand, the same to be selected by them in blocks of 
not less than twenty square milis, the bonus pay’ 


able oa ‘1.6 said limit to be at the rate of fifteen 
do!lars per square mile. 


And f er recommending that the appli- 
cants shall havea period of three years within 
which to make selections of the limit, which shall 
not interfere with any lands which inay be set 
apart for the Canadian Pacific Railway, or for 
reserve for Indians, or with school lands, or 
with any other timber limits which may have 
been previously granted or which may be here- 
after granted and selected prior to the selection 
by said (ook and Sutherland, and shall in all 
respecta'be subject to the conditions contained 
in the provisions of the Dominion Land Act, 
oes esos eat the foregoing recom- 

ation for your Excellency’ ore 
Certificd, cy’ approval.

$30,000, and on terms which would not 
aggregate more than $3 per square mile 
per annum, but they wore to havo threo 
years within which to make their selections, 
And, whet made this grant much more 
valuable than it would be at the presont 
time, wan that the route of the Pacific Rail. 
way, as selected by the Mackenzie Govern- 
ment, was far to tho north of tlie lino upon 
which it was constructed, and as the order. 
in-Council shows, near to or through some 
of the lands which were offered wholesale 
for selection by Boodlors Cook and Suthor- 
Jand,

and municipal debts. Evory state has its 
}own debt, and the interest of that state 
| debt is paid by diroct taxation. There the 
simply a war debt, 
wheroas the federal debt of Canada means 
something vory differont. Lt includes not 
only what bas been oxpended for fedoral 
purposes, but also ovéry dollar of debt that 
the provinces incurred ; for the Dominion 
assumed all the dobte of the provinces and 
manages them, while in the United States 
the Fedoral govornment assumes no state 
debts nor does it manage them; for the state 
debts.the people are taxed directly, 1 will 
not, however, deal further with the question 
except to ask, for what has the debt of Cau- 
ada been incurred; for what have the debts 
of other countries been incurred? You 
are a farmer, you take $5,000 and you can 
dispobo of it in two ways. You can sot fire 
to it or you can invest it in improvements 
on your'farm. Supposing you do the lat- 
ter, you would not allow any one to com- 
pare your financial conduct and manage- 
mont with that of the. man who, right 
alongside of you, burnt his $5,000. There 
can be no question aboutit. Ho has spent 


is all air and smoke. (Applause,) But it 
be a great deal worse if he had taken it 
and used it to burn and destroy his prop- 
orty. Every dollar of the United States 
dobt isa war debt incurred for war, and 
for destruction of life and property, every 
dollar of 1t was placed upon the shoulders 
of the people by that dreadful internecine 
war that took place from 1860 to 1865, and 
not one single dollar represents a public 
improvement, a public bridge, a. public 
harbor or railway ; it has all gone for waste 
and ruin and destruction—(applause)—and 
they are paying for it now, On the other 
hand, take the debt of Canada as on the. 
firat July, 1885, at $196,000,000 and~ it 
does not represent war or the waste of war, 
every dollar of that debt was a dollar in- 
vested in productive public works in your 
own country, and which to-day makes this 
country a country unrivalled for its inter- 
nal carrying facilities. Isit then, I ask, 
fair tv make a comparison between these 
two countries? (Tremendous applause.) 
And when they compare the United States 
indebtedness and that of Canada you can 
turn to them and tell them that the com- 
parison is unfair, because the conditions 
and results are entirely different betwoon 
the two countries. (Applakse.) 

But, sir, when you take the taxation here 
and compare it with the taxation in the 
United States—and thereagain they are 
unfair in their comparison—what do you 
find? Here, you pay only your indirect 
Federal taxation through customs,and your 
direct municipal taxes, You have no direct 
taxes to pay for Provncial purposes, And 
who! Because the Dominion Government 
gives back to each Province from the 
general revenue suflicient, with some casual 
revenue, to carry on tho affairs of the Pro- 
vince. . 

How isitin the United States? They 
tax the people there in customs and excise 
more per head than we do in Canada and at 
the raine time every State yoos down to its 
people man after man and from house to 
house and takes the taxes directly from 
them un order to carry on the government 
of the State. .Heré your municipal taxes 
aro small, inthe United States they are 
very largo and you must, to got the proper 
relative weight of taxation in the United 
States aud Canada, reckon what is paid for 
federal, state and municipal purposes there 
and here, add these several sums together 
and then you will be able tocompare them. 
I have a table here which I have prepared 
and from which you will learn that’ tho 
people of the United States pay for fedoral, 
state and municipal purposes per head $11.- 
8, whereas in Canada the fate of taxation 
is but $8.00 per head, or a difference in 
favor of Canada of $3.58 per head. Let us 
now take New Brunswick and compare 
it with Maine, that State in the Union 
which lies contiguous to us, and in Maino 
they pay $13.14 per head per year, while 
in New Brunswick we pay only $8.40 por 
head or the sum of nearly $5.00 less than 
in Maine, and the people of New Bruns- 
wick are, therefore, that much better off 
than the people of the State of Maino. 
Now, let us take Ontario and Massachu- 
settsand compare them. In Massachusetts 
they pay for federal, state and municipal 
purposes $18.89 per head yearly, while in 
Ontario for like purposes the rate is but 
$9.40,or less than one half the sum paid by 
the people of Massachusetts. Yet there 
are men who would try and made you be- 
believe that this was the most miscrable 
aud the most heayily taxed country in the 
world and would try and make yon dincon- 
tented with yourlot here But if you loft this 
country to goto another you would soon 
find that it would be a case of jumping out 
of the frying pan into the fire (applause) 
when you found that you had left a coun- 
try where you were taxéd to but one half 
the extent you found yourself taxed in the 
other. Wecannot geton without taxa 
tion, all taxation is not a curse, it is a beno- 
fit or if not a benefit it isa step by which 
We raise into comfort and advancement 
and better living. The thing for you 
tobe sharp about is to see that the 
taxation is rightly imposed and Wisely 
expended. Yon wish your son to have 
& better education than you were able to 
get,you send him off to a higher school, may 
be to college, and you educate him. Flew 
do you do it? You do it by putting your 
hand into your pocket and taxing yourself 
So in the case of a town, if you want a 
sewerage system or water supply or the 
electric light you have to assess your pro 
perty and raise the necessary taxes in order 
to pay for thease and other needed impro- 
voments,and what takes place in these eases 
takes place also in regard to the whole 
country. Railways and other means of 
colomunication are noeded and they are 
built, you enjoy the benefits arising from 
thoir being ‘bnilt and you have to pay for 
thom, but you have an equivalent for your 
money and thus looking at the matter of 
taxation from theac points of view nak

THE FARMERS AND THE N, P. 


It has been said by all the Reform critics 
that the N. P. has done nothing for the 
farmors of this country, Mr. Blake has, 
When in rural districts where he has beon 
foolish enuugh to believe that the people 
do not read, and not capable of drawing 
the distinction between their condition to- 
day and that of 1878, sneeringly said, 
"Do you get any better prices for your 
grain than you did in 1878?” always re- 
ferring to the price of barloy, forgetting to 
say that if the price is notas high now as 
it was a fow yearsago that it is because 
there is a largor quantity to-day offered for 
sale in tho differont markets of the world. 
He docs not tell you ifthe duty were re- 
moved from wheat and other grains that 
this country would be flooded with the sur- 
plus stocks, of the United States, thereby 
depriving you of your own market and 
sending down prices proportionately. 
(Hear, hear.) Thon they say, '*Phis Con- 
servative Government promised to give 
you your own market,” and add ‘thaye they 
done it?” I say “yes,” (Hear, hear) 
and I will show youin what way and how 
the grain market has been retained to the 
Canadian farmer, From the years 1878 to 
1879 inclueive, the period during which 
was no duty Hpon any kind of grain com- 
ing from the United States or elsewhere, 
wo imported and entered for home con- 
sumption ;—that is, for use by our own 
people, exclusive entirely of that which 
passed through Canada for shipment to 
other countries, no less than 44,929,452 
bushels of grain and 4,095,460 barrels of 
flour. The figures for each year read ;

The figures prove that during the sevon 
years that a duty was imposed, 
there were 29,923,327 bushels of grain 
aud 1,086,127 barrels of flourless imported 
for consumption in Canada than under the 
seven years of a free trade tariff. (Loud 
#pplause.) Reduce the barrels of four to 
bushels of wheat and you have a total of 
35,363,962 bushels less entered for home 
consumption under the seven years of pro- 
tective policy than during the seven years 
of free trade, and consequently a home 
market for the product of the Canadian 
farmer to that oxtont. (Applause.) And 
you willsee from the figures I have quoted 
that in addition to securing the farmers a 
home market for 35,358,962 bushels of 
grain under Conservative rule,we collected 
a duty on grain and flour of $2,683,213. 
(Applause.) The deduction from these 
figures is that if 354 millions of bushels have 
been kept out of the country, the Canadian 
farmer must have supplied the grain to 
take ita place. (Renewed applause.) The 
free trader may say ‘‘that is all very well, 
but if the American wheat came in to take 
the place of yours, you would have had 
more to export.” True, but remomber the 
further you haye to send your produce to 
markot the less you get for it, as the party 
who sends it to market has to pay the 
freight charges, and if carried too” far the 
first cost of the grain is absorbed in freight 
charges. (Hear, hear.) As evidence vhat 
the keeping out of Canada this vastquantity 
of grain secured our people the Canada 
market, | find that we supplied the Mari- 
time Provinces during the six month ending 
the 3lst December last with, via tho United 
States in bond, 151,176 barrels of flour ; 
and that during the season of navigation 
there went viathe St. Lawrence route to 
those Provinces 77,752 barrels, and by the 
Intercolonial Rallway 682,480 barrels of 
flour, meal, and of wheatand other grains 
equivalent to33,884 barrels, giving a total 
6t 965,291 barre)s, or reduced to bushels, 
4,826,455 buehels of grain sent to the Mari- 
time Provinces during the time I have in- 
dicated. (Hear, hear.) Thus, gentlomon, 
not only did we keep out the product of 
the American farmors, but we secured tho 
Maritinie Provinces as a market for our 
grain and flour. But, they say, ‘what 
effect has the tariff had on the price of 
wheat?’ The best anawer to that will be 
found in a telegram from Winnipeg which 
I clipped from a newspaper the other day ; 
** Winnipeg, Man,, January 4.—Tho keon 
competition among the grain buyers lately 
has run the price of wheat up to a good 
figure. While the farmers of Dakota are 
only getting 45 to 60 conte a bushel for their 
wheat, Manitoba farmers are receiving from 
65 to 70 conts and consequently fool 
jubilant.”’ (Applause. )

The following letter oxplains itself 
** Kinaston, Jan, Slat, 1887 

** Dean Sin,—I trust you will excuse me 
being A stranger 1h writing you, but the 
cause | think justifies mo. Saturday, 20ch 
inat., Mr, Cox, tolographed to a man here 
who is noted for attending to other peop!e's 
business and also a noted Grit, asking him 
to find out all about the lock contract iu 
the Kingston Penitentiary, as ho wished to 
uso the information in Peterborough, In- 
stoad of asking mo, this man went to tay 
bookkeoper and tried to pump him, but he 
found thatgentleman had too much honor for 
that kind of business. He was told that if 
he desired such information the proper place 
to receive it was from me, but the sevker 
aftor other people's business said that | was 


such a bitter Conservative he was afraid | 
would not tell him anything just now. 1 
thought I would give you the  in- 


formation, so that if needed you can give 
the facts to the people, Iu the first place I 
took the contract September, 1876, and 
undor the administration of Mr. Alex. Muao- 
kenzie, and hayé had it ever since, Re- 
member at that time there was no other 
lock factory in Canada and never was until 
the Peteborough works started. When the 
contract expired the Government notified 
nie that it would not be renewed,as it might 
interfere with outside work, there being 
another factory now in working order, but 
allowed me until the 25th of iyysare to 
finish my untinished stock, You will notice 
that when | started there was not a lock 
shop in existence in Canada, and as soon as 
there was one and my contract expired, | was 
ordered tostop. Now what is the fact about 
other contracts? When Mr. Blake was 
Minister of Justice hé advertised in papers 
in Boston, New York, Montreal, Toronto 
and Kingston for tenders for a shoe con- 
tract, but under a Grit Government no one 
would undertake it ; the bill tor advertis- 
ing amounted to about five hundred dollars, 
Remember the shoe contract was in compe- 
tition with several factorivs then in exiss- 
ence. You are at liberty to uso this letter 
if you think best and I promise you I can 
prove every thing stated by me. ‘Trusting 
that the next time information is wanted, 
parties will call at the proper place for it,

Hon, Mr, Bowoll—yea, and if they come 
into power again they will require befure 
before five years roll round another ineol- 
voncy act in order to give acloan sheet to 
the manufacturers and industries they will 
have ruined, (Applause,) As evidencing 
the difference between the two partios, 
take our own country as an instance. Who 
advocated tho construction of gravel roads] 
Was it not the Oonservative party ? (Hear, 
heary) Who advocated the building of 
railways to the rear? The Conservative 
purty again. (Applause.) Why, geutle- 
men, the Reformers actually carried their 
opposition so far that they voted against 
the construction of a sewer in Bolloville. 
(Laughtor.) For all theso. improvements, 
ureab and small, the people are indebted 

to the Liberal Conservative party. One 
word more in referonce taxation andit is a 
point worth remembering In 1868 the 
interest payable per head of the popula- 
tion was $1.20 ; in 1873 it was $1.31, an 
increase of two couts per head in five yours, 
In 1878, when Mr. Mackenzie left office, 
the people were paying $1.68 per head, or 
an increase of 27 cents during the five 
years of Liberal rule, and without any pub- 
lic works completed during that period. 
Supposing our indebtedness, as Mr. Blake 
says, is $220,000,000, the interest payable 
per head of the population to-day would be 
$1.63 ; only five cents increase per head of 
taxation, and for which we have our great 
publid works, railways, enlarged canals, Wy, 
If you compare the indebtedness of Inst 
year with that of 1879,as represented bythe 
interest we pay, you will eee itis precisely 
the same, $1.59 per head. You may ask, 
‘How is that?” taccount for it in this 
way. By good management of the finances 
of the country, by creating confidence in 
our country, and improving our credit in 
the markets of the world, we are enabled 
to borrow money at four per cent interest 
and less, instead of five or six. In this 
way we have been enabled to keep the pro 
rata taxation as low as it was in 1878. Sir 
Richard Cartwright went into the English 
money market in 1874 and 1876 and bor- 
rowed $31,633,333, but out of that he only 
netted $28,064,770, He lost in expenses, 
discounts and other charges in connection 
with the loans, no less a sum than $3,568, - 
563 or cleven and 28-100ths per cent on 
the whole transaction, an enormous sum to 
put into the pockets of the brokers, but he 
was obliged to expendit, in order to float 
his loan, Contrast that with the loans Sir 
Leonard Tilly negotiated. In 1885 he put 
a loan upon the London market of $31,- 
356,595, the expenses in connection with 
which were $425, 944 or 136.100ths per cent. 
(Applause.) Let me make another com- 
parison of a more recent date. Sir Rich- 
ard Cartwright in 1874 borrowed $19,466, - 
666. The coat to the country in dis- 
count aud expenses was $2,208,329 or 11 
por cont. Sit Leonard Tilley in 1885. bor- 
rowed a similar amount, between 19 and 20 
millions, which cost the country in ex- 
penscs, etc., $140,443 or 710 of one per 
cent, as against 11} per cent of Sir Richard 
Cartwright, (Loud applause.) Yet they 
tell you the present Government has 
shamefully mismanaged the affairs of the 
country, I think I have said quite enough 
on this peint to satisfy you that we, asa 
party, have governed the country wisely 
and well, There is still another point in 
this connection worth remembering. Sir 
Richard Cartwright’s loan was put on the 
market ata discount of nine per cent., or 
in other words forever hundred pounds 
borrowed he received but £91, less ex- 
penses. Sir Leonard Tilley’s loan of four 
per cent. was put on the marketat par, and 
he realized for evory £100 £101 1.8, loss, 
of course, the oxpenses to which I have 
called attention. (Hear, hear.) It requires 
nothing further to prove that the finances 
of the couutry have been administered 
carefully and well. If it does you will fiad 


in the fact that to-day Cauadian securities | 


are 13 percent. higher in the English 
market than they were under the Liberal 
management. In considering further the 
great progress of every enterprise in the 
development of our country. another im- 
portant factor as the result of the exten- 
sion of our railway system, and other im- 
proved methods of transportation, is that 
freights have been greatly diminished by 
the competition created. A careful ex- 
amination of public records shows that the 
cost per ton of freight and passenger rates 
in 1885 was fifty cents low than in 1876, 
At the rates of 1875 the people would last 
year hayehad to pay $12,000,000 more 
than they actually did, (Hear, hear.) 
$12,000,000 is the interest on $300,000,000 
at4{, and more than sufliciont to pay the 
interest on the gruss debt of the Domin- 
iou, and this is saved to the people of Can- 
ada through the genius of their rulors, in 
not being pessimiots infthe administration 
of the affairs of the country, As an illus- 
tration of how this saving is effected, let 
me give you one instance. A gentlo- 


man, most of you know him, living 
at Maynooth, in Hastings, told me a 
short time since that before the Ontario 
Central Railway was constructed to Coe 
} Lill mines, it used to take three days to 
travel by teams to Bollevillo and rail to 
Toronto, before he could reach that city.

Under the tarill of 
1682 the duty imposed on this article was 
15 per cent, ad valorem and one cent per 
square yard, but when used for the man- 
fature of ships’ sails a duty of 5 per cent, 
only was levied. Under this tariff it en 
abled the importer to bring in American 
duck and undersell the Canadian manu 
facturer, ‘hese facts were represonted to 
Sir Leonard ‘Tilley, the then Finance 
Minister, who decided to recommend Par- 
liament to remove this differential duty. 
ihe day after this was done the Yarmouth 
factory in Nova Scoua, which had its store 
house fullofyoodsand was about closing,sold 
$10,000 worth of duck at one cout per yard 
less than the price which ruled before the 
increase of duty, (Hear, hear,) While in 
Halifax an importer called my attention to 
the fact that he had a large quantity of 
duck in store, and that owing to the re- 
duction of prices by the Yarmouth manu- 
facturers he was unable to sell] it, to which 
I replied that it was the best evidence 
wiftch had been given me by a free trader 
that the increase of duty benelitted the 
consumer. (Applause.) [I may add that 
the Yarmouth factory has been constantly 
running ever since and is producing as 
good, even a better article, than that which 
wasformerly imported. (Renewedapplause, ) 
Let us now look at the . 

EXPORT OF WOOL, 
which is another eyidence of the value to 
the farmer of a home market and of the 
great increase in the productiyenoss of our 
factories. From 1874 to 1879 wo exported 
21,190,801 lbs. During the last seven 
years we exported only 14 658,607 
Ibs., being 6,532,194 Ibs, legs than 
during the free trade policy. But 
you may say, “Surely you do not moan to 
tell us that Jess wool is grown to-day than 
seven or eight years ago?” We all know 
the production of wool has not decreased, 
but these figures tell us that we have fur- 
nished a market at home for the extra 
quantity of wool produced in Canada. It 
must be remembered that the wool which 
has been imported is of a quality not 
grown in Canada, Of 

RAW COTTON 

from 1874 to 1879 we imported 35,362,167 
Ibs., butin the six years since the latter 
date, we imported 115,808,527 lbs. an in- 
crease of 80,446,360 lbs. This is proof 
sutticient that we are not only progressing 
in our industries, but that the charge made 
hy the Opposition that the N. P. has done 
nothing fo increase the trade of the coun- 
try 1s not true, (Hear, hear.) Lot me 
now call attention to a sweeter article. I 
mean sugar. I will take simply two years 
for comparison, For the fiscal year ending 
June 30th, 1878, we imported 108,951,920 
pounds of sugar. Out of that quantity 
93,490,878 pounds were above No. 13 
Dutch Standard and from No. 9 to No. 13, 
10,624,336, and under No. 9 only 1,108,- 
065 lbs. were imported, showing that the 
large bulk of the sugar imported had been 
refined in Great Britain or the States, 
thereby giving employment to the artisans 
of these countries at the expense of our 
own people, as the policy which led to this 
large importation of this refined sugar 
closed every refinery in Canada. When 
we came into power there was nota retin- 
ery in operation, What followed? For the 
fiscal year ending June 30th, 1885, there 
yas imported 200,011,641 pounds of sugar 
as againat 108,951 .920 lbs. in 1878, show- 
ing an increase of nearly one hundred 


: OF 
cent, in seven years. But look at the 
character of the importation, Of sugar 


classed as “from 9 to 13 Dutch Standard,” 
a better class of sugar for refining,there was 
iinported 43,888,895 lbs ; and below No. 9, 
the lower grades of raw sugar which also 
goes into the refineries, the importation 
was 132,095,417 lbs. This vast quantity 
of sugar was retined in this country, and 
you can easily calculate what that means. 
It means employment to shipowners and 
sailors, to whartingers, to laborers, to 
railway corporations, to carters, to the men 
employed in the retineries, to coopers, to 
tool manufacturers, to the farmers who 
supplied the wood for hoops and staves,and 
various others. Thus you may follow it 
through its various ramifications, as it

Mr, 
Blake denounced the putting to death of 
Scott as an abominable crime and a **dam 
nable murder” and there is not a man jn 
the country who can command stronger 
language in which to express his views than 
Mr. Blake. Not’ satisfied with inflaming 
the minds of the people at public meetings, 
he moved a resolution in the Legislature of 
Ontario offerifig a reward of $5,000 for the 
capture of Riel. You remember al! that, 
and you remember also that the week after 
the elections took place in 1874 the whole 
of the rebels were reprieyed by Mr, Macy 
kenzie. At a meeting held in this town- 
ship I pointed out the fact that the reprieve 
had been signed by the Government, and 
added that although only an independent 
member at the time, yet I had the infor- 
mation on the best authority, that the 
reprieye waa being kept back until the 
eluctions were over and that it would be 
announced to the world immediately after 
im order to affect the elections, which 
were to follow in the Province of Quebec. 
Lepine’s execution was commited, and all 
the half breeds were amnestied, except 
O'Donoghue, the only Irishman among 
those who revolted ; he was banished for 
life, while the others had a full pardon or 
banished for 5 years only. [ was condemned 
for voting in the House that O'Donoghue 
should be placed on the same footing as 
Riel. I did it because 1 could not conceive 
there was any honesty in the Government 
lightly punishing Riel, the head and front 
of the offending, and banishing another 
man for life who had no friends at court 
to take his part. (Hear, hear.) Mr. Blake 
returned from England a little over a year 
ago ; he went to London and declared he 
would never erect his platform on the 
gcaffold of Regina. Previous to that Mr. 
Edgar had gone to Montreal ostensibly on 
gas mission, (laughter) but really to 
negotiate, on behalf of the Liberals of 
Ontario, an alliance with the Rouges and 
Nationalists. I donot know that the height 
of impudence could be carried further than 
for a man with Mr, Blake's pretentious to 
state, as he did the other day in Montreal, 
that ke deprecated the introduction of race 
and religion and nationality into these dis- 
cussions, He Jaid the whole blame of the 
Riel agitation at the feet of the Liberal- 
Conservative party, while his own party in 
Quebec, aided by the Nationalists, have 
held up this unfortunate wretch as a saint 
aud a martyr, and Mercier, Blake's con- 
fidant, blasphemously compared the execu- 
tion of Riel to the death of our Saviour on 
the cross. How much further has the 
agitation goue? Mr. Laurier told the 
people in Chambly that they were standing 
on classic ground ; that they had met the 
English in the past, and that the chivalry 
of their race would unite them against any 
attack on their nationality which had been 
made by the hanging of Riel. The whole 
Provincial elections in Quebec were fought 
on that issue, Even the Montreal Witness, 
Grit as it is, said the Ross Government, 
a Conservative Government, had been the 
best and most economical that the 
Province had had for years. It 
said further that the elections were not 
being fought on the administration of the 
Government, and that if the Conservative 
party was defeated in Quebec it would not 
be on theiy political record but because 
Riel had been executed and because the 
Dominion Government had aftirmed the 
principle of the motto I see yonder on the 
wall, ** Equal rights to all classes,” (Ap- 
plause.) If you are prepared to join & 
pirty of that kind, without principle or 
honor, who are willing to sacrifice every 
principle they have professed, then you 
should join hands with Blake and Mercier, 
who advocate the turning out of the pre-

tion, the Government going to the people 
on the question of the abolition of the 
Upper House, Some are cven advocating 
this in theo Dominion, la Oatario we have 
no Legislative Council, and the Liberals 
advocate one House only in all the pio- 
vinces, and yet when the Liberals ot Prince 
Kdward Island succeeded in carrying the 
Province against the Government's proposal 
to abolish the second chamber, Mr. Mowat 
and his friends at once telegraphed congra- 
tulationstothem, To-day,in Nova Scotia, the 
Liberals advocate repeal, while in Now 
Brunswick they have brought out Mr. 
Ellis, the editor of the Globe, who advocates 
annexation to the United States. In Que- 
bec they join hands with the friends and 
supporters of the murderer who was exe- 
cuted at Regina to attone for his great 
crimes,—(applause)—for the simple rea- 
son-that they desire to get into power, 1 
shall pity, however, a party composed of 
such varying and diverse elements, should 
it ever he be called upon to carry out the 
wishes and principles of those by whom it 
will be surrounded, They will then éither 
break up into fragments,or bind themselves 
together by the only bond of gohesion 
that exists among them, which they desig- 
nate by the classic name of ‘* boodle.” 
(Laughter.) Ours is a country of which 
we have every reason to be proud. Itcom- 
pares fayorably with any country in the 
world, and if you compare our growth with 
that of the United States you will find that 
Canada has prospered more rapidly even 
than the States, great as their progress has 
been. (Applause.) 

Before confederation we were but dis- 
jointed children of one family, now we are 
a unit, growing rapidly to manhood. At 
coufederation we united but four proy 
inces with an area of 338,000 square miles, 
and a population of 3,331,000 souls. Now 
our coufederance extends from ocean to 
ocean, embracing within its folds the 
whole of British North America, with the 
exception of Newfoundland, with an area 
of no less than 3,470,392 square miles and 
a population of about 5,000,000 souls ; and 
must at no distant day become a numerous, 
wealthy and powerful people, ready at all 
times to assist the mother land in all that 
pertains to her and our greatness. (Ap- 
plause.) Do I say too much when I repeat 
that our growth has been greater relatively 
than the United States? Let the cravens 
and croakers of our land who have no faith 
in its future, hear what eminent men 
abroad have to say upon this point, Prof. 
Fream, one’ of the ablest of English agri- 
culturiste, who visited Canada in 1885, as 
a meinber of the British Association for the 
advance ent of science, in his recent work 
on Canada; says :—‘‘In 1776 the United 
States contained about 3,900,000. inhabi- 
tants, and in 1881 about 50,000,000, show- 
ing an increase cfabout 1,200 per cent. 
Canada at the census of 1784, did not 
muster 150,000 people where in 1881 the 
number had advanced to 4,324,810, an ad- 
dition of nearly 3,000 per cent. Moreover 
since 1830, when both coyntries began to 
experjence the effects of the tide of immi- 
gration from Europe, Canada has shown 
an increase of about 480 per cent., while 
that of the United States has been about 
390 per cent, In other words, Canada 
has, in the space of the last half century, 
incre ised her population five fold, and the 
United States in the same period, four fold.” 
(Hear, hear.) With this evidence of growth 
in the past, may we not with the great 
North-West opened up for settlement look 
with confidence to the future, probably 
within the lifetime of many before me, when 
this country with this evidence of growth in 
the past, may we not, now that thegreat North 
West is opened up for settlement and de- 
velopment, look with confidence to the 
future, to a still greater expansion of wealth 
and population, when instead of having a 
population of but five millions, we shall 
be a Dominion of twenty or thirty mil- 
lions of people able to compete in all the 
peaceful vocationsof life withany country on 
the face of the globe? (Loud applause.) 
Then, if by Radical machinators we should 
be cut adrift fram the mother land we will 
he able to stand alone; still able and wil- 
ling to assist in the maintenance of the 
principles of the British Constitution, as 
the sons of worthy sires ready at all times 
to say, ‘‘We are willing, like our fathers of 
old, to lay down our lives for the great 
principles for which they contended, and 
with which you have decorated your walls, 
“Equal rights” and freedom to all classes of 
the community, no matter of what race or 
religion, (Loud and prolonged cheers.)

The Na tonal Policy, 


Thero can be no doubt that the reliabil 
ity and thoroughness of evory branch of in- 
dustry depend considerably on the man 
who manipulates tho material, for in a 
thousand and one ways neglect and indilfl- 
erence to resulta may counterbalance even 
the virtues of good steel and sound timber. 
An experienced omnphpyer once said, ‘I 

ean for the reason 
that too man does better wotk whon con- 
tented than he can when he is not content- 
ed,” This fact is in line with universal 
experience, and in the clowe, hot race of 
nations and trades for supremacy and mar- 
kets, the character of rorkearente is com- 
ing to the front as the suprentio factor, 

Under the National Policy workmen 
have received sigher wages and fuller em- 
ployment. The tendency is always in both 
these directions to abolish or impair tho 
usefulness of the National Policy ; let op- 
ponnets take charge and tinker at the tariff, 
and the result mnst bo injury to all tho 
interests of labor, Wages must come down 
if the National Policy is not kept in tho 
hands of a government honestly its friends. 
In a previous paper it has been shown that 
wages in 1886 wore one quarter more than 
in 1878. What workingman desires to run 
any risk of bringing wagesdown? But he 
creates that risk by voting for those who 
are not the tried, trueand honest friends 
of the National Policy. He paves the way 
for turning himself into a tramp wandering 
around in search of work, by casting a vote 
for a doubtful candidate or the supporter 
of a party whose tariff’ policy as branded 
by some hundreds of manufacturers and 
millers in Torontotheotherday, ‘tis involy- 
ed, uncertain and indefinite.” 

Not only have the wages of the working- 
man been greatly increased, but the pur- 
chasing power of those wages has on the 
whole beem increased 18 per cont, every+ 
thing a man and his wife and family want, 
taken in the large, boing cheaper now 
than in 1878.

The Old Liberal, 

The change in Mr, Blako's programme 
cannot but haye a bewildoring effect on 
many staunch old Liberals. They were 
Liberals chiefly because they were opposed 
to the railway policy and the trade policy 
of the Conservative party. Thoy were op- 
posed to the Canadian Pacific Railway con- 
tract and they believed that the National 
Policy was vicious in principle and in its 
operation was injurious to the welfare of 
Canada, The Canadian Pacilic, whether 
for Canada’s good or ill, is now built and 
in operation, and all that remains for any 
Government to do is to make it as _benefi- 
cial to the Dominion as possible. It is 
therefore removed from tho arena of con- 
troversial politics. It is no longer a hust- 
ings issue. Itisnot one of the questions 
now betore the people. This being the 
case, one of the divisions between the old 
Liberal and the Conservative party is brok- 
en down, Mr. Blake, as is abundantly 
ovident from his Jate speeches, wishes 
friond and foe to believe that he has ceased 
I Whether 
he does this from policy or conyiction 
makes no difference to the honest Liberal 
freo trader, What concerns him is that 
Mr. Blake has with his own hand thrown 
down the other division between him 
aud the Conservatives. He cannot bring 
himself to suppress his convictions and 
turn his back upon his past as readily as 
Mr. Blake doos. Heseos now that tho 
only choice that is left him is to support 
the party which is protectionist from con- 
viction, or to continue to follow a leador 
who, for expediency sake, andin opposition 
to his declared principles, has proposed to 
adopt the policy of protection. Being an 
honest man himself he pays littlo attention 
to those of the party that still bears the 
name of Liberal who tell him that Mr, 
Blake is not in earnest, that ho is now as 
mucha free trader as ever he was, and 
that he only pretends to favor protection 
just now to enable him the more easily to 
dish the Torios. He sees that the man who 
takea up a policy that hedoos not beliove 
in to dish the tories will, whenever it suits 
his purpose, do the same thing to humbuy 
the Liberals. The more he thinks over 
the matter the greater is his diseatisfaction 
with Mr. Blake's turning and twisting on 
the trade question, and he naturally comes 
to the conclusion that if he must support a 
party that is to continue to carry out tho

that established it and is honestly in favor 
of it than for the men who do not believe 
init -but merely use it as. a bait to catch 
votes with.

Tho Globe's Issue, 

In its issue of Monday the Toronto Globe 
in aleading article tacitly admits that the 
Liberal party in the presont contest has no 
policy.» According to theif chief organ the 
Liberals have no measures to offer the 
country, they are contending for no great 
principle ; their superior purity is their 
only claim to,power, ‘Weare better than 
our neighbors and therefore should bo en- 
trusted with the control of public affairs,’ 
is the sum and substance of the Globe's 


modest, pleaon-thair hel “hig notao 
iach that now laws or changed institu ions 


are needed,” it says, “tas that the best use 
shall be made of those which exist.” It 
then goes on to argue that the only men fit 
to administer the laws and operate the 
inatitutions which the Conservatives havo 
enacted and established during the nino 
years of power aro the Liborals. This is 
tuking the bull by the horns with a ven- 
geanco, Tho Globe has no fault to find 
with the legislation of the Tories, it does 
not’ propose to change in any way the policy 
they have inaugurated, it has no re- 
forms of its own to suggest, the ship of 
atate is, by its contession,in excellent trim, 
all tbat it. wants is a new crew and a_ bet- 
ter, nota wiser or more competent man, at 
the helm. Tho Liberals are prepared to 
furnish that virtuous crew and that immacu- 
late steorsman. They are bubbling over 
with goodness and are prepmzed to sacri- 
fioe their ease and their comfort in order to 
supply the country with truly good servants, 
who shal) be patterns of honesty, disinter- 
estedness, incorruptibility, to replace those 
wicked Tories who, etc., have after their 
long term left nothing to reform, This as- 
sumption of superior virtue, this, arrogant 
command to stand aside, for I am_ holier 
than thou, is not exactly what the people 
require of those whom they entrust with 
the management of their affairs. Experi- 
ence has taught them that the men who 
make the greatest and the loudest preten- 
sions to goodness are not by any means the 
best and the most fitto be trusted. Be- 
sides, they know that a great deal more 
than mere goodness, eyen where the good- 
ness is genuine, is necessary to enable mon 

roperly to perform the duties of rulers. 
Yhey must see in the men who desire to be 
elevated tohigh positions of great trust 
and responsibility some evidence of capa- 
city. Such men must be intellectually as 
well as morally fit to do their work. Good 
intentions and the desire to do right can in 
such positions never supply the want of 
brain power The Conservatives in office, 
according to the Globe's admission, are pos- 
sessed of ability enough to rule the Domin- 
ion, but they are pot good enough, in its 
apinion,to be continued in power. But what 
evidenceisthorethat the Liveralaareany bet- 
ter? The mere assertionof the Globethatthey 
are the party of purity, the political salt of 
the earth, does not make them so. Is there 
any evidence to lead to the conclusion that 
if the Liberals had been in power for the 
Jast eight years their moral record would be 
any, better than that of the Conservatives ? 
So old a campaigner as the Globe is, and 
one that has seen so much of the true in- 
wardness of political parties, cannot be 
credited with that delightful freshness 
which causes the callow politician to be- 
lieve that all the virtue is on his side and 
all the vice on the other. ; 

By taking all questions of public policy 
out of the contest the Globe virtually throws 
up the sponge. It will find very few,indeed, 
who will admit that the Liberals ought to 
be placed in power on the strength of their 
moral superiority alone, There are very 
many who will treat the Globe's claims on 
behalf of its party to@ monopoly of poli- 
tical-purity with scorn, and there are many 
others who expect something more from 
the men who aspire to rule the destinies of

A Phase of Expendituro, 


Under the heading of *‘Immigration Ex- 
penditure,” the Globe of the 9th inst. gives 
a statement of the amount expended by 
the country for immigration and quarantine 
purposes. The Globe conveniently ignores 
the fact that the expenses for quarantine 
purposes have greatly increased during ro- 
cent years, and attributes the whole ia- 
crease to insmigtation. What that means 
will be seen the moment the accounts are 
analyzed. For instance, in 1878 quaran- 
tine cost $26,341 ; in 1879, $25,821, and 
in 1880, $21,991. In 1885 it cost $82,547- 
The greater stringency in enforcing the 
quarantine regulations rendered necestary 
from the fact that if our quarantine was 
not strictly watched our cattle would be 
acheduled in England, of course caused a 
larger expenditure. Tha Globe conceals 
this important fact, and then, in its usual 
style, berates the Government for its in- 
creased expenditure on account of immi- 
gration. The farmers of Canada well 
know that no expenditure made by the 
Government has been more beneficial to 
them than that on account of quarantine- 
Again there has been extra vigilance neod- 
ed because of the danger of cholera being 
introduced. Yet the Globe would have the 
Government condemned because, watchful 
of the health of the people, the Minister of 
Agriculture has expended more money for 
quarantine purposes than in former years. 
The dishonesty of the Globe is so apparent 
that when the exposure of its double dealing 
is known the weapon it has forged will 
surely hurt in its own cause and not the 
Government.

Work aod Wages. 


New York, Feb. 14.—The strike in 
Brooklyn is virtually at an end, and the 
‘longshorernen are returning to work wher- 
ever they can get their former wages. The 
coal drivers have nearly all gone to work. 
The striking ‘longshoremen and freight 
handlers made application for their old 
places in Jersey City to-day, but they were 
not received. 

The 2,500 employes of Higgins’ carpet 
factory resumed work to-day, the difficulty 
having been pettled. 

PirrsBurG, Feb. 14. —Nearly all the rivar 
mines resumed operations to-day. About 
4,000 men are at work, and employment 
will be steady for seveyal. months. The 
Fourth pool miners have degidéd to accept 
$2.3 per hundred, and the prospects are 
nost encouraging, 

Worcester, Mass., Fob. 14.—T'wo thou- 
sand men, employes of the principal boot 
and shoe manyfacturers here, went out on 
strike to-day. 

New York, Feb. 16.—The business of 
the steamship and railroad companies on 
the piers has assumed its normal condition 
and freight is being moved assy stematically 
as before the strike, Many of the old hands 
have got back to work, and those who took 
the place of the strikers are now accustom- 
ed to the work, and the agents who kept 
the strikers out say the Italians are as good 
as their old hands,except for their not un- 
deratanding the language. The men now 
acknowledge they were badly beaten, and 
some of themare severe in their express- 
ions on the action of their leaders,

Nay, further. with- 
out holdifig extreme views like the German 
doctor, Iwould advise pitients who? are 


+] subject to rheumatism, or rheumatic gout, 


to adopt the woollen system of clothing al- 
most entirely, both by day and by night, 
There is no reason at all why the sheets cf 
the beds should not be of wool, pillow-cases 
alone being linen. If this plan was adopt 
ed, there would be but little chance indeed 
of catching @ chillin bed. , 

Once adopted, so great would bé the 
comfort obtained and the safety insured, 
that the old linen of cotton sheets would 
bo very soon discarded. I must here warn 
the invalid, however, against neglecting 
to have these wollen sheets or thin blan- 
kets regalarly washed. I would carry my 
scheme of wollen day clothing so far as to 
permit neither linen next to the skin, nor, 
except on particular and unavoidable dress 
occasions, linen anywhere ; and the same 
rules should be carriéd Out summer and 
winter, Of the feet and limbs particular 
care should be taken. The shoes or boots 
—boots are beat—ought to be strong, of the 
best leather and roomy enough to admit «a 
warm worsted sock or stocking being worn, 
These should.be soft, and on no account 
should they be worn after they become 
damp with perspiration or otherwise. Those 
who suffer. from chronic rheumatism 
have often “we.k hearts ; the blood 
does not find its way back from tho feet 
with celerity, and heat and perspiration 
are the results.

Cheddar Cheese, 


Discussion asto What This Famous Brand 
Consists of, 


What is Cheddar cheese? asks the 
London Standard. A gentleman named 
Moore has called forth the cordial condem- 
nation of Archdeacon Denison by speaking 
of the ‘“*Cheddar cheese of tho world,” 
for the archdeacon declares this to be as 
absurd asit would beto speak of the 
“ Chateau Lafi'e of the world.” Cheddar 
cheeso is cheese made at Cheddar pastures, 
worked according to local traditions. 
Cheddar is one of the archdeacon’s strong 
points ; and he says that under a glass case, 
he has some now, still sweet and good, 
which was made forty.one years ago, 
Mr. Moore, on the contrary, maintains 
that Cheddar cheese is cheese made any- 
where, in England, America or Canada, on 
the Cheddar system ; but he is not quite 
fair as a disputant when he pretends to be- 
lieve thatthe archdeacon: will admit no 
Cheddar to be genuine that is not produced 
*‘in the geographic area of the small parish 
of Cheddar.” The archdeacon’s contention, 
of course, was that Cheddar is the centro of 
a cheese-producing district; the parish 
boundaries do not mark off, precisely, land 
which possesses peculiar properties—why 
will disputants quibble thus unworthily | 
lf Cheddar cheese equal to that make in the 
Cheddar district can be produced elsewhere, 
it will be equally acceptable, though it is 
not certain that it can honestly be called 
Cheddar. Aychdeacon Denison holds that 
such cheose cannot be produced, It is to 
be fearod that Mr, Moore is too much ‘in 
sympathy with an age of shoddy. He 
speaks contemptuously of the time when 
cloth manufacturers would ‘* produce strong 
and boardlike broadcloth,” a coat mado of 
Which would last a lifetime. ‘* Antiqnar- 
ians might like it,” he said, ‘* but the people 
prefer lighter goods, witha chauge some- 
times.’ Here he certainly is very wrong 
indeed. The poople do not prefer light 
goods, which wear out speedily, and oblige 
them to change. Very many would be 
exceedingly thankful if they only know 
where to find some of that old broadcloth 
which he ridiculés,

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The Workingman and Taxation, 

It has been made a cause of complaint 
against the National Policy that it has in- 
creased the taxation of the people. Mr, 
Blake has on several occasions made this 
charge. At Galt, at Toronto, at Montreal, 
and many other places, Mr. Blake has as- 
serted that every workingman and his fam- 
ily is obliged to take from his earnings the 
sum of $46 a year to pay the taxes imposud 
upon him by the National Policy, He has 
on several occasions promised that if the 
workingmen will support him, he will see 
that a less taxation than $46 is taken from 
the average workingman’s family, Tho 
promise is a safe one, for the taxation is 
nothing like the amount he has stated. 

It has already boen shown in the columns 
of the Star that the workingman receives 
better wages and fuller employment under 
the National Policy than he did under the 
old tariff, It has also been demonstrated 
that the purchasing power of the dollar has 
greatly increased—groceries, clothing, coal, 
ete., ete , being much lower in price now 
than in 1878. 

But if this increased power to earn wages 
through increased price of labor aud con- 
atant employment ; if this decreased cost of 
the necessaries of living are offset by increas- 
ed expenditure in the shape of taxation, 
thon the gain is not so great as it appeared; 
there is an evil to be set off against the good. 
Even if the average workingman’s family 
had to pay $45 a year in taxes to the Fed, 
eral Government, he would still be a great 
many dollars ahead in the year. We con- 
tend that no such sum is paid, that in point 
of fact there has been no increase of taxa- 
tion as respects the workingman, 

Mr, Blake stated that $15 ot the $45 
wore profita charged on the extra dutios by 
the wholesale and retail dealers. That 
statement has been proved absurd, because, 
as has beon shown, articlesof food, cloth- 


ing, light and fuel are lower now than they 
were in 1878. 

The ramaining $30 Mr. Blake says is 
paid directly into the Dominion treasury 


as taxes. He is singularly inaccurate in 
matters of account. For instance, it has 
been shown that in his Montreal speech ho 
added expenditures on capital account and 
on current account together, in order to 
find out the yearly expenditure required to 
run the governmental machine, A book- 
keeper in any firm in Montreal who would 
add the cost of the building in which tho 
business is carried on to the firm’s yearly 
expenditure required torun the business, 
would be sacked on the spot for his in- 
competency. The business of a counts» is 
just like the business of a mercantile fir 
in respect to the difference between gur- 
rent expenditures and capital outlay. 

Mr. Blake makes the same singular. mis- 
takein dealing with the taxation. He 
takes the whole revenue and calls it taxa- 
tion. Thus in 1885, according to the Pub-’ 
lic Accounts, the whole revenue amounted 
to $32,500,000. Dividing thatamount by 
the numer of families in Canada, Mr. Blake 
gets $30 as what ho calls the taxation paid 
by the average family of live persons. But 
the trouble with Mr. Blake’s calculation is 
The $32,500,000 
though it 
The people of Can- 
ada own railways, canals and other 
public works. There are stamps for letters 
which the Government sell. If a man want- 
ed to travel to Halifax, he gets a ticket 
over the Intercolonial, which belongs to the 
Government. He pays for it, but he is car- 
ried to the place he desires to reach. He 
has his money’s worth for his money, just 
as he has when he travels onthe Grand 
Trunk. If he wants to send aletter,he pays 
for a stamp and gets his money’s worth in 
the carrying and delivering of the letter. 
This 1s not taxation. Itis not necessary 
‘for him to travel unless he thinks it will pay 
him, [tis not necessary for him to send 
the letter, unless he. thinks advantage of 
some kind will result to himself or his 
friends. 

Taxation, on the other hand, is tho toll 
which the Government takes from everyone 
in some shape or other, to be expended for 
governmental or administrative purposes— 
to pay the interest on the public debt, the 
salaries of officials, the cost of lighting and 
heating the public buildings, the indemnity 
to members of Parliament, etc, Everybody 
has to pay his sharo of this, The earnings 
from Government investments (amounting 
in 1885 to nearly $2,000,000), the earnings 
of the Government railways (in 1885, $2,- 
850,000), the earnings of the post office (in 
1885, $2,400,000) and sundry other receipts, 
in all amounting to $7,412,472, are not tax- 
ation, but are revenue, This sum must be 
deducted from Mr. Blake's $32,500,000 be- 
fore we can‘getjat the taxation as distin- 
guished from the revenue. Wesee whata 
curious mistake Mr. Blake, in his ignorance 
of business matters, made, when he con- 
founded taxation with revenue. 

In Canada, for Federal purposes, taxation 
includes only the amount raised by customs 
and internal revenue duties. 

Turning to the Public Accounts we find 
as follows: ‘* Receipts from taxes 1584.5, 
$25,384,029," Again, with this staring 
him in the face,one wonders how Mr. Blake 
camo to make such a bungle of it as to de- 
clare that the receipts from the taxes 
amounted $32,500,000. 

Correcting Mr. Blake's strange blunder, 
we have, as the yearly taxation of the 
average family of tive persons,rioh and poor 
together, the sum of $24 or thereabouts, 
inatead of Mr. Blake's $45. 

But that is not all. When we desire to 
find out how much per family the working- 
men of Canada are called upon to pay to 
the Government as taxes, wo must enquire 
what are necessaries and what not. Now, 

$8,450,000 of the $25,500,000 is raised 
from spirits, alcoholic liquors and tobacco. 
| Any workingman who contributes to tho 

$8,450,000 doos so yoluntarily and not of 
necessity. He need not pay one cent of it 
unless he chooses. Then $1,624,000 of 
tho $25,500,000 is paid into the treasury as

Now, how does that compare With other 
countrios 7 

In England, the average workingman’'s 
family contributes $24.25 a yoar to the 
treasury, in the shape of taxes, aud is much 
loas able to do it 

In the United States, according to Mr, 
Atkinson, the proportion of national taxes 
paid by the artisan’s family of five persons 
is $25, or $5 per head, against $4.80 por 
hoad in Canada, taking in both cases the 
taxution toinclude the liquor and tobacco 
part of the Bill. 

In France, the proportion is $18 per 
head. 

Now look for a moment how near we in 
Canada come to having a free breakfast 
table. Tea and coffee are untaxed. If 
they were taxed at the same rate as under 
the Cartwright tariff, there would be an 
addition of $1,120,000 to the taxes. The 
present Government took off these taxes, 
Sugar and molassesare taxed much lower 
than they were under the Cartwright tar- 
iff, and the workingman gets the benefit 
by having to pay only 6 centsa pound 
instead of 97 cents asin 1878. We pay 
less in taxes for these two articles by $2,- 
300,000 than in 1878. Tho other articles 
of the breakfast table are raised on the 
farms andin the gardens of Canada, and 
on these we pay no taxes. The wood to 
cook the meal comes from our own forests, 
and we pay no tax to the Federal Goy- 
ernment on that. If coalis burned, we 
pay just the eame price for it thal the 
people of Boston pay, and loess than the 
people of New York pay for exactly the 
same article, 

It will thus be seen that the working- 
men and farmers of Canada are less taxed 
than the same classes in other countries. 
It may be put down as as an actual fact 
that the workingmen and the farmers of 
Canada are more lightly taxed than those 
of any other country.

Cream, coral and eglantine pink with prim- 
rose yellow are among the light colors 
largely imported. Luciole is another name 
for the sorpent shades of the winter. Suede 
and ecru are used as solid colors, and also 
as the ground of many plaid and barred 
and figured stufls, 
- SPRING WOCLLENS. 

Plaids, stripes, and pompadour designs 
are the leading feaures of fine wool fabrics. 
The soft wool grounds are woven in zigzag 
chuddah-like stripes, or in armure or tiny 
fish- scale patterns, and are then velours 
rayes, striped with velvet, or else they are 
velours carreaux, plaids of velvet. The 
grounds are of light suede, cream, helio- 
trope, old pink, Havana brown, moss green, 
sage, pigeon’s-egg blue, or copper red, with 
perhaps all these colors in the raised velvet 
stripes or bars. Wide stripes are mado up 
of many lines of the velvet, vach of a differ- 
ent color, and the plaids are large, with 
eight or ten colors in the bars, Those are 
to be used for merely the lower skirt witha 

lain over-dresz, or else*tlio lower skirt and 
its drapery will be plaid, while the basque 
is of plain wool or plain velvet matching in 
color the background of the plaid. 

Wool stuffs without silk come in the 
smooth taffetas and beiges thatare always 
popular becaure of their light weight and 
may be had plain, or barredin lines of con- 
trasting color, or crossed with knotted 
threads of the same shape, or they may be 
striped with double and twisted threads, 
giving a rough surface, ‘Spotted suitings” 
are shown with their zigzag grounds strewn 
with large balls of different colors. Shop- 
herd’s checks appear in various ways, alono 
or in stripes alternating with plain stripes, 
or olde as a part of large plaids in the way 
already noted, A favorito fashion of last 
year appears again in stuffs,that have broad 
stripes down half of their great width, 
while the other half is in hair-line stripes ; 
this is to serve either for long drapery or 
tor the lower skirt, witha short drapery 
like that of the narrow-striped parts. Di- 
agonal lines of unusual width are ou somo 
new plain suits, and thore are lovely cam- 
el’s hair frbrics with stripes for the lower 
skirt, and plain goods for overdress. Thin 
summer goods, like veiling, have their 
suiooth au.faces roughoned by knotted 
threads in bars or in groups that form wide 
stripes ; these promise to be the favorite 
white wools for midsummer dresses, and it 
is said for them that they will wear botter 
than tho canvas and basket woven white 
wools of last year, which wore given to fiay® 
ing. 

RIBBON TRIMMINGS, 

The fanoy for ribbon trimmings is so 
great that they are no longer confined to 
bonnets, but are used on dresses, sorving 
in narrow widths for bayadere stripes on 
pleatings at the foot and sides of skirts, 
lengthwise on draperies, or tabliers, on 
wraps, and even on the cloaks or coats of 
little children. Entire fronts of evening 
drosses are covered with loops of ribbon 
pointed and finished with a pendant of 
beads, or with fancifully arranged bows, 
loops and scarfs, Rosettes and adders of 
ribbon trim the sides of dresses, forming 
panels, ladders, bridles, otc., and there are 
sleeves and bodices made up of ribbons sot 
on not or gauze for evening dresses to be 
worn as full dress at present, and later on 
for more genoral uso. One of the Jatest 
importations is Roman sash ribbons, twonty- 
four to twenty-seven inches wide, to be 
neod as over skirts on white laco or muslin 
or black lace dresses for 
summer wear, Thesocome in the palo 
blue and rose bars throughout or else partly 
of plain light blue with me rely the Roman 
colors on cach end, and wide fringo of all 
the colors knotted across tho onda for a 
protty finish A pink gauze dross draped 
| With ono of those Roman sashes is a chariwn-

Bro: Kirn, Feb 13.—Over six hundred 
sons have jomed the Brooklyn Tabernacle 
ing the present revival, making the communi- 
cant Paabentip of this church about four 
thousand.

The Wilbur Mines Disaster, 
DETAILS OF THE SAD OCCURRENCE—HARROW- 
ING SCENES AT THE RESIDENCES OF THE 
DECEASED, 


Kiyoston, Ont., February 18.—At the 
time of the terrible accident at the Wilbur 
lron Mine five men were engaged in load- 
ing acaratthe bottom of the pit.

This has now been replaced by a fan 40 
foot in diametor, 12 feet wide, made on the 
same principal as those used at the Mersey 
and a poriton of the Metropolitan tunnels, 
The tunnel is 26 feet wide and 20 feot high 
from tho double line of rails to the crown 
of the arch insido the brick-work. The 
rails are laid on longtitudinal sleepers, The 
tunnel has been lined throughout with vit- 
rified bricks set in cement, and no less than 
95,000,000 bricks have been used in the work 
This vitrified brick wall hasa thickness of 
3 feet in the cr »wnof the arch benoath tho 
‘‘shoots,” but as the tunnel rises et the low- 
est point on a gradient one in 60 one way 
and one in 100 towards Gloucestershire side 
this thicknoss is gradually reduced to 2 feet 
Sinches. The total length of the Severn 
Tunnel is 4 miles 642 yards, 


Cities Barited by Wind Dust, 

All have heard of the burying of Pom- 
peii a city of 30,000 inhabitants, so deep 
that it was lost for 1,500 years. This was 
not covered by flowing, melted lava, but 
by fine and course Java dust, partly mixed 
with water. This material was shot up 
into the air from the creater at Vesuvius, 
four or five miles northeast, and driven by 
winds until it dropped down upon Pompeii, 
and all tbe surrounding country, raising its 
level from ten to thirty feet or more above 
the tops of the houses in Pompeii, which 
were crushed down by the weight. The 
rooms were filled up, and, as much of the 
lava dust was dry, everything in the houses 
was sealed up below the reach of rains and 
air; and so, as they now excavate the dust- 
cuvered city, they find its streets, its im- 
plements, its household furniture, the 
contents of the stores and markets,etc., all 
in a perfect state of preservation. The 
multitudes of paintings on the freacocd walls 
are found as perfect in form and color as 
they existed two thousand years ago.—-We 
have walked through streets of Rome when 
they were uncovering houses and churches 
ten, twenty, thirty feot and more below the 
present surface of thé’city. To go through 
one of the churches where Paul preached, 
wo had to descend far down under ground, 
and, with torches and candles, walk through 
its auditorium avd ante-roons and side 
chapels, which have been cleared of the 
accumulated dust of over 1,700 or 1,800 
years. In no place, in any country, can 
one leave a dwelling for a year, with one 
or two open windows, without finding ev- 
erything in the house covered with a thick 
layer of dust. If only one-quarter inch of 
dust a year blew in and settled over the 
lower streets of Rome, from the surround- 
ing cultivated campagna or prairie and from 
the crumbling walls of the higher parta of 
the city, this would aniount to 25 inches in 
a century, aud to $3 feet deop in the 1,600 
yours since the city began to decline. Baby- 
loy and Nineveh, and many other cities of 
tho plains, were deeply buried by dust car- 
ried by the air from the surrounding coun- 
try. In some parts of Asia, large tracts of 
country are covered by layersof soil (loess) 
sometimes 6,000 feot, or over a milo deep, 
wholly dust, blown over tens, hundreds and 
even thousands of miles. 


An Emperor's Awfal Dict, 

Tho recent improyement in the Emperor 
William's health is due to the fact that 
since his return to Berlin he has become so 
much more amenable to the wishes of his 

hysicans. He dovs not now oxpose him- 
self tg cold weather as he] has hitherto in- 
sisted on doing ; hie sleeps in a warm room 
instead of having his apartments arranged 
as if he was a rdbust subaltern in a bar- 
rack; aud he no longer lives by clock- 
work. The emperor till recently never 
eithor ate or drayk except at certain speci- 
fied hours, when he indulged his appetite 
in a very reckless way. But now his ma- 
jesty takes some kind of food every two 
hours, such as very strong beef-tea, eggs 
beaten up with Pac, tokay and cream, 
coffee, and isinglass. 

Theemperor’s great meal had always been 
supper tiil this autumn, and most of his re- 
cent illnesses have arisen from indiscretions 
at table.

sponge-cake well steoped in rum. The 
physicians are of the opinion that his ma- 
josty may now live for some years longer, 
unless there should be very cold weather,

authoritios of a lot of powers and privileges 
such as appointment and control of liquor 
licensing, police management, otc., his 
excuse in the license matter being that it 
was necessary to remove it from the in- 
fluence of politics, but the intention was to 
make a political machine of it, By ap- 
pointing and giving power to offensive par- 
tizans who could not get elected for hog 
Reeve if they had to come before the 
people, and affirming that the people could 
not elect competent persons to look after 
the liquor treflic. The result.is as might 
be expected, hotels blackmailed and those 
in the ring allowed to violate the law with 
{ppunity, In taking from the people's 
representatives the power of regulating the 
police, it is a virtual charge by implication 
that the inhabitants of the cities of Ontario, 
of whom the majority are workingmen, are 
communities of criminals who are unfit and 
dangerous to trust with the power of elect- 
ing commissioners to control the police, the 
intention, as in the case of license commis- 
sioners, being to make of the Police Offic- 
ials of the Ontario Government who could 
be usod as political agents. The result is, 
as may always be expected under irres- 
ponsible Governmont. There has been 
a notorious dead beat allowed to flour- 
ish for years without check because 
he was right politically, and it has become 
a scandal the way the position of Chief of 
Police has been left open like a vacant 
registrarship, shrievalty, etc,, for political 
purposes. (The Lord knows how many have 

een promised the position for political sup- 
port), the effect of which action will be to 
make the next occupant consider himself 
a kind of political *"Danite.’’ That there 
is a class who oppose the people having a 
yoice in these matters may well be expect 
ed, for that classis one that can only get 
positions by log-rolling and all the sinster 
influences that characterize our political 
system, but never by popular vote. In re- 
fueing to remove the outragecus class law, 
requiring property qualification for Munici- 
pal Councillors and Members of the Legisla- 
ture, Mr.Mowat has shown how much of a 
Liberal he is, for out of every thousand 
voters in cities only about twenty can 
qualify for aldermen. 1 suppose Mr. 
Mowat thinks the possession of three 
thousand dollars in property makes a man 
more honeet and capable as a_ states- 
man than if he only possessed $500 or $1,- 
000. But, Mr, Editor, the workingmen 
think that the highest qualifications are 
intelligence, honesty and patriotism, and the 
approbation of a majority of the electors, 
Sir John Macdonald thinks so too, for he 
has removed property qualification for mem- 
bers of Parliament. The Labor organiza- 
tion have petitioned time after time to have 
the monstrous system of prison labor con- 
tracts abolished, with what result? The so- 
called Conservatives have abolished it and 
withdrawn the products from the market, 
while the so-called Reformers have allowed, 
defended and encouraged the most notori- 
ous system of slavery tha! has ever been al- 
lowed to disgrace British territory. We can 
call it notbing else but slavery. None but 
able-bodied men are required at the Central 
Prison, men whom the slave-driyers can goad 
to do the greatest possible amount of work, 
not poor old men like those who have been 
committed to jail hereinstead of thehospital. 
Reformers (save the mark) ask what do you 
advise shall take the place of the present 
system? Well, Mr. Editor, we will not 
advise a system that gives a man’s labor, 
worth one dollar and twenty-five cents per 
day, with fifty cents worth of machinery, 
free foreman, free building, free insurance, 
etc., for thirty five cents per man, All your 
readers well know one superintendent has 
been discharged for barbarous cruelty and 
an investigation into the conduct of another. 
Convicts in the Central have been tortured 
and punished with a skill that would have 
done credit to the inquisition, not so much 
on account of their insubordination as that 
they neglected work. Under the present 
system at Toronto it would pay to have 
men sent up to the Central Prison. The 
price the contractors pay is only 35 cts por 
man while his labor, machinery, eto., is 
worth at least two dollars per day. Every 
conviction to the Central Prison should be 
watched by labor organizations. A convict 
sont for a year is worth six hundred dollars 
as above for 300 days’ work,while the con- 
tractors only pay 105 dollars, leaving a 
profit on each man of four hundred and 
ninety five dollars, and the contractors only 
pay for days tho conyict actually works,not 
while he is sick. In watching convictions

that the retina or seving portions of the 
| oye is fatiguod, but auch is not the o Mo, aa 
tho retina hardly ever gote tired. Tho fa- 
| tigue is in the ianer aud water inuscles at~ 
tuched to the eywbail and the muscle of ac- 
comimodation, which surrounds the lens of 
| the eye. When a noar abject is to bo look- 
} ed at this muscle relaxes alld allows the 
| lans to thicken, increasing its refractive 
power, The inner and outer iuscles aro 
used in covering the eye on the object to 
| be looked at, the inner one being especial- 
| ly used when a near object is looked at. 
It isin the three muscles mentioned that 
tho fatigue is felt, and relief is scoured 
| temporarily by closing the eyes or gazing 
j at fae distant objects. The usual indica- 
| tion of strain is i, redness of the rim of the 
| eyelid, betokening w congosted/state of the 
inner surface, accompanied with somo pain, 
| Sometimes this woariness indicates the 
| need of glasses rightly adapted to the per- 
son, and in other cases the true remedy is 
to massage tho eye and its surroundings as 
far as may be with tho hand wet in cold 
water, 

Georgia Cayvan, writing of the lives of 
actresses in the Brooklyn Magarine, says

| feet with a little sweet oil before putting on 
| the stockings is a atill further preyentive of 
cold 


This is suggested as a convenient plan for 
a letter holder; Take bristol board of 
| cream color, of any pretty pattern, and cut 
a large diamoud, rounding the corners a 
little. About eight incheslong and five 
| inches wide are good proportions for the 
| back. For the front, cut two pieces: to fit 
| the lower half of the back, wide enough to 
| sot out a little, so as to make a pocket and 
meet in front. Pink all the pieces with a 
| pinking-iron, then on fronts and upper 
parts of the backs paste'a pretty decalco- 
| manic picture, either a bouquet ora beauti- 
ful head, or place a hoad in the upper part 
of the back, and a bouquet in the two fronts 
would be in good taste. Fasten together 
with narrow ribbon to match the prominent 
color in your pictures, leaving) a little bow 
in the front of each corner. This is very 
pretty indeed, and easily made. 

This reads like a tonthsome receipt for 
mutins; Beat one teacup of butter and 
one of sugar to a stiffcream ; beatfour eggs 
very light—yolks aud whites soparately, 
and beat them into the sugar and butter 
till quite light. To four quarts of flour put 
a half teaspoonful of salt, Pour into the 
middle of the flour cup of good home- 
made yeast, or whatever yeast you are ac- 
customed to use—as much as you usually 
take for four quarts of flour; then stir in 
the sugar, butter and eggs, with two quarts 
of sweet milk. Let it rise over night, and 
bake in well-buttered muftin-raiseis ir the 
morning.

Oil the Harness. 

Two brothers in Ohio at the samo time 
bought each-a set of farm harness, made by 
mie, says the correspondent of an exchange, 
from thé same lot of leathor, One oiled 
his harness each spring aud fall, and kept 
it sound and pliablo for ten or more years. 
Tho other never oiled his, but used it in 
‘weband mud, and io three yoars it was 
hard und dry, and: cracked and ripped, so 
as to be nearly worthless. ‘For all this, of 
course, he blamed the harness maker. 

Never oil a harness when dry. 

Never hang it in the sun to dry or for 
the oil to strike in. 

Some leisure day in spring, fall, or win- 
ter, take the harness into the cellar or some 
damp place ; take al) apart, and soak tho 
roughly in warm water, ‘hen wash olf all 
dirt and gum, aud whon nearly dry on out- 
side put on with swab or brush « heavy coat 
of 611, either best’ tanners’ oil or best neat's 
foot.oil, with just enough of lamp black to 
color it well. Lay it all ina pile in the 

If very dry afa 


When well soaked in, take castile soapsuds 
and a eoarse rag and wash it well. This 
closes';the pores, gives it a gloss and pro 
Vents ‘cracking. If this is properly done 
twice a year, the harness will keep nice as 
new and add one-half to the durability. 


Water for Stock, 

At is syidently 4 matter of economy to 
supply stock with water at moderate tem- 
perature and frequently. Cows will drink 


-|'thrée times a day; horses as frequently ; 


and sheep will'sip alittle from a trough of 
flowing water from a spring several times 
in a day.’ This is necessary for the exercise 
of ithe digestive functions,and to enable the 
animal toget all the nutriment possible from 
Ate-food.. How thié supply is to be provid- 
od is’ Matter for each farmer to consider 
for himself whore there is a good apring at 
a temperature of 50 degrees through the 
winter ; this meets all the noeds of the case 
if amplé water troughs are provided, so 
that one vicious master animal may not 
stand in front of a single trough and keep 
all the other animals from drinking. A 
good well is the next best mode of supply, 
but a sufficient number of troughs, so that 
all the cattle can drink, is indispensable. 
This is usually the Weak and ufsatiafactory 
point in the water arrangements of the 
farm.—N. Y. Timés.

There is little or no metal used, and even 
the stones, with which the valleys abound, 
are not always gathered to build fire-places 
and chimneys ; those are frequently made 
of logs, and so wide and deep that the wood 
fire built in the centre is too far from the : a 
sides to ignite the structure. In this hut 2% 
the family will live, with no store of pro- 
visions, but trusting to the seasons and 
their gifts and tho flotsam that accident 
brings to the door, The cultivation of the 
“farm” and the care of the ‘‘atock,” with 
the spinning and weaving of the rough fa- 
brics made into garments, are left to the 
women, while the mén hunt and fish, distill 
the vile liquor called moonshine whiskey 
and do any odd jobs that fall in their way. 

The physical development which results 
from such 4 condition is restricted, The 
type of mountain men is a rather tall and 
angular person Of no superfluous Hesh, 
aquare-jointed, raw-boned, stooping, from 
the task of climbing and descending, aud 
slouching in his gait; keen of eye, slow 
and deliberate in his speech, but alert and 
quick in action ; he is usually insignificant 
in appearance, bul capable of immense ex- 
ertion and often living to great age, The 
women are usually gaunt and masculine, or 
wilted slatterns who'show’some traces and 
suggestiveness of, beauty when . young. 
Many women use tobacco as incessantly as 
the men, and in all the modes adopted by

Being unable either to reach the man or 
to get up the steep bank, the elephant 
walked a short distance down stream, and

elephant turned half round, exposing the 
whole of his right sido. ‘l'wo shots were im- 
mediately fired into his right ear ; and with 
a shrill trumpet the huge boast fell, bury- 
ing his right tusk deep into the earth, while 
at the same moment the Bygas rushed for- 
ward witha yoll of triumph and hurled 
their spears into the carcaso. 

He was found to be a full-grown male, 
measuring twenty-six feet from the tip of 
his trunk to the end of his tail.

OF tlre two gront empires which are 
vonfronting each other with & constant 
threat of war in eastern Europe, much is 
known about Ruaaia, and but little in this 
country about Austria-Hungary, Yet both 
the history and the present condition of 
Austria-Hungary are fall of deop intorent 
for those whose tastes lead them to enjoy 
the study of nations and political systems. 

As the very nam implies, Austria-Hun- 
gary is a dual menurchy ; that is, two mon- 
archies combined into one by a common 
tie, ‘There is only ove other monarchy of 
| the sort in the world, that of Sweden and 
Norway, which two countries are still more 


now 


diatinet from each other than are Austria 
and Hungary, for they have’ no common 


government whatevor, Austria, that part 
| of the empire which lies west. of River 
Leitha, and Hungary, which lies east of 
| that river, form Gach a kingdom eutirely 
| by ituelf. The chief tig between them’ is 
the fact that the same person is the sover- 
| eign of both. The Kmperor of Austria is 
| also King of Hungary, and is crowned both 
at Vienna, tho Austrian capital, and also 
jat Buda-Pesth, the Hungarian capital. 
| But otherwise each kingdom haa its seper- 
| ate parliament, and its own cabinet, or 
| ministry, Each makes its own laws, im- 


poses and collects its own taxes, and inan- 
ages its own public affairs, In each king- 


dom, too, the cabinet is responsible to the 


| two bodies which constitute the national 
legislature. 
There is, however, an arrangement by 
which the two kingdoms act in concert as 
| one empire, in regard to all matters of 
‘ political moment common to them both. 
| This arrangement consists of a body which 
| is called the 


“Delegations.” The delega- 


| tions are composed of sixty delegates from 


each kingdom, chosen by the parliaments, 
who meet every year alternately at the two 
capitals,and deliberate upon subjects of im- 
perial concern, Those subjects are foreign 
aff irs finance,and milita y administration. 
Corresponding to the delegations, and re- 
sponsible to them, is an imperial cabinet, 
tainisters. The 
first of these ministers is at the head of the 
dopartinent of foreign affairs. The other 


| two ministers hold the portfolios of war and 


finance. The power of the imperial goy- 
ernment, as such, is confined, therefore, to 
diplomatic relations with other powers, the 
management of the army and the conduct 
of wars, and the financial measures needed 


| for these departments, 


Austria-Hungary was for many centuries 
a despotism as hard and as absolute as is 
that of Russia to-day. But twenty yoars 
Ago, as a result of its overwhelming defeat 


| by the Prussians, it becamo a constitutional 


monarchy, The emperor ceased to be ab- 
solute ; ministers were Made responsible to 
the representatives of the people ; and the 


| people were admitted to a very large share 


in the control of the government. As a 
result of this happy change, the Austrian 
peoples were accorded liberty of speech and 
conscience, a free press, freedom of mar- 
ion, auda widely extend- 
ed suffrage. An entirely new career was 
opened to them as one of the greatest na- 
tions in Europe. 

Composed as the empire is, of many 
different, jealous, antagonistic races, of 
which the Germans, Magyars, Ozechs and 
Slavs are the chief, the task of holding 
them together as one nation has been difti- 
cult. But the attainment of political free- 
dom by these peoples has leasened the diffi- 
culty, The emperor was never so secure 
of his dominions when he was an absolute 
despot as he has been since he gave up a 
large portion of his power, and shared it 
with his subjects. The Austro Hungarian 
empire may not be long-lasting ; but it is 
certain that it would have fallen to pieces 
long ago if despotism had not been aban- 
doned, and if a free constitution had not 
been granted.— Youth's Companion.

STORMS AND FLOODS. 
The telegraph bas beon burdened for 
several days past, as is usual at this season 
of the year, with narratives of extensive 
damage by freshots in the wostern, south- 
western and middle States of tho United 
States. 

* There have also been reporta of terrific 
anow storms and blizzards in Minnesota, 
Dakota, Montana, Colorado and Nebraska, 
by which many thousands of cattle have 
perished, travel*has been interrupted fot 
several days, and the inhabitants of the 
storm-swept diacricts have been in danger of 
starving to death for lack of food and fuel. 
Asan exainple of the fearful offects of these 
blizzards and whirlwinds, we present the 
following telegraphic despatch : 


Linooty, Neb., Feb. 19.—The damage to the 
telegraph Wires has made the task of collecting 
the details of the storm in Colorado and West- 
ern Nebraska vory tedious. The disturbance 
was the worst in the history of the rgion. The 
storm raged in the mountains and descended 
upon the plains, Dustand saud with snow filled 
the aballow outs level fall and effectually block- 
aded the track Weat of McCook two men wore 
picked up dead and another so badly frozen and 
exhausted that bis life «as despaired of, Maony 
other fatalities are expected when the reports 
come in. As the trains came in to-day those on 
beard saw cattle in the drains buried to their 
heads in the snow. As hardly a cow was seen 
elsewhere, it is evident that many are entirely 
covered. Most of those seen will periah—in 
fact all except the fow that can be dug out. The 
losses of cattle will be something appalling. The 
storm covered the entire range on the east side 
of the Rocky Mountains from the British line 
to New Mexico, 


On the ranges north and south of the 
Yéllowstone river, in Montana, it is esti- 
mated that 200,000 cattle and 520,000 sheep 
have perished. Whilst we sympathize deep- 
ly with the inhabitants of the States and 
Territories which have been so: terribly 
rdyaged by the storm-king, it is but just 
and fair to them and tous that the fact 
should be known that no portion of Canada 
has ever been visited by a blizzard or a wat- 
erspout at any time of tho year ; that snow- 
storms of such a character as are above par- 
ticularized have not been experienced with- 
in the Dominion; that damage by winter 
and ‘spring floods has never been general 
in any part of Canada or so extensive asin 
the United States, and that Canada is not 
subject to drought, as are Texas and Kan- 
sas. During the past winter, whilst for 
weeks blizzards were raging to the south of 
the line, in the Northwestern States and 
Territories, the Canadian Pacific Railway 
was in full operation, except for a period 
of five days, when there was a heavy snow 
storm in the Rocky Mountains, and not a 
head of cattle was lost in the ranges in 
British territory by reason of storm or 
cold, although the animals are wintered 

“but on the pastures, which are usually coy- 
‘ered to a sma!! depth with snow so light 
that the cattle have no difficulty in getting 
at the succulent grass beneath it. 

The ranchors of the United States, who 
have gatherod full knowledge of these 
facts, are in consequence leasing ranches 
in our territory aud in afew weeks will be 
crowding into it with their stock, of which 
it is anticipated not less than 70,000 will 
be brought across the line into our North- 
West this season. 

These are facts which are of vital im- 
portance to Canada, and it is the duty of 
“our pet ic journals to make them known 
abroad, in the interest not only of our 
country’ but of those residents of Europe 
who intend emigrating to this continent. 
If every journal iu Canada, when publish- 
ing accounts of blizzards, etc., will but 
state that the localities in which they occur 
are in the United States when such is the 
caso—and it has always been so hitherto— 
they will be doing # humane ‘and patriotic 
action in letting the truth be known.

Sur John's Triumph in Favor of Peaco, 


It has been an argument with Bismarck 
that if the elections went in his favor, thus 
| insuring the speedy passage of his military 
septennate bill, there would be peace, But 
if there was an Opposition victory, and if 
consequently the new military law were de- 
feated, then let everybody look for war at 
an early day. But this was not Bismarck's 
opinion alone, for it seems to have been 
shared by the Pope, and, strange as it may 
appear, by French statesmen also, The 
fact is that the impression appears to have 
become a very general one in Europe. 
Now, it strikes us that something not un- 
like this has been happening nearer home. 
We do not seriously think of war with the 
United States on the fishery question ; nei- 
ther do our neighbors. But one thing there 
is which both parties have been thinking 
about earnestly enough, weare sure. And 
that is—that if Sir John won this time 
Canada’s rights in all respects would be most 
vigorously maintained, whereas if Mr. Blake 
won our policy would degenerate into one 
of surrendor to the United States. Now, 
with the knowledge that a surrender Gov- 
ernment was in power in Canada, the rapa- 
city of Maine and Massachusetts people 
would know no bounds ; the more we are 
willing to give up,the more they would ask. 
It is therefore to be considered a fortunate 
circumstance, for both countries—that Sir 
John has been sustained. For the conse- 
quences will be to admonish our neighbors 
to be more moderate in the demands that 
they make, and eventually to fayor an easier 
settlement of the whole dittioulty,—Zoron-

The ministers were unable to agree upon a 
policy of dissolution, and fourof them resign- 
ed as soonas the appeal to the constituencies 
was made? Nevor wasa primo minister's can- 
vass fought under greater disadvantages or 
in more desperate straits. Sir John has had 
only one vigorous ally, Sir Charles Tuppe , 
in the east, but he held his ground with 
characteristic courage.

Rome, Feb, 24,—At Nice the earthquake 
shocks caused au awful surprise to the 
crowds of maskers returning home from the 
carnival festivals in their fancy costumes, 
worn and bedraggled by their night oxer- 
sises, and looking dull and dreary under 
tho glare of the early morning sunlight, 
The first shock created immediate panic ; 
women screamed in terror and there was a 
wild rush in all directions for safety from 
what everyone thought to be an awful im- 
pending calamity. The barking of dogs and 
clanging of church bells added to the mo- 
mevtary terror. People first rushed to the 
church of Notre Dame and besieged the 
confessionals, and a dramatic scene was pre- 
sented of many strong men cn their knees 
praying. Then came the second shock, 
Terror was depicted upon every face ; pray- 
ing crowds hastened outside for safety ; 
troops were called out to keep order among 
the srowds besieging the railways through- 
out the city. 

Nice, Feb. 24.—Although the earth- 
quake was much less serious in France 
than in Lily, the panic here has been ex- 
cessive. People are depressed by carnival 
dissipations, and their imaginations haye 
painted the oventin the darkest colors, 
exorbitant rates are charged for all con- 
voyances, ‘There is a crush of visitors who 
desire to loave, fearing a renewal of the 
shocks. Nobody dares to sleep in the 
house, Waggous, carriages, ships, cabins 
and other ayailable conveniences have been 
secured at high prices. Owners are camp- 
ing out and the streets are filled with people 
carrying bedding, Visitors have deserted 
the hotels and are sittingin long rows of 
chairs in the strects. The belfry of St. 
Avyustin’s Church, Nice, fell down. The 
Prince of Walos has gone to Monte Carlo. 
There are rumors of enormous damage in 
the mountains caused by avalanches put in 
motion by the shocks. Horses became 
restless and refused to move home before 
the event, The river fed by Petrarch’s 
fountain, suddenly overflowed but soon 
subsided, 

Rome, Feb, 24.—Several slight shocks 
were felt at Rome, but no damage was 
done. 

Lonpon, Feb, 24.—Two sharp shocks of 
earthquake were felt at Corsica. Several 
persons were killed at Mentone by che col- 
lapse of the Gendarmerie barracks, St. 
Michel's Church is badly damaged, and the 
poat-oflico is wrecked. A number of per- 
sons were wounded, An inmate of the 
Convent of the Holy Sacrement at Nice 
died of fright. The shocks affected a wide 
concentric area. ‘The firat shock occurred at 
6:30; the Jast at 10 o'clock. Up to the 
present time the accounts are vague aud 
conflicting, but there seeins to have been 
no damage done in the inland towns. The 
earthquake was felt through Liguria 
and Piedmont, but the wires are broken 
and the news travels slowly. People every- 
where spent the night in the open air, At 
Leghorn the earthquake had a strong un- 
dulatury movement accompanied by an un- 
derground rumbling, and lasted twelve 
seconds, 

At Genoa, Turin aud Milan the effects 
were similar, At Lucca the shock Jasted 
forty secouds, At Genoa it lasted one 
minute and created the greatest excite- 
mont, but so far as ascertained no damage 
was caused. 

Benin, Feb. 24.—The papers here call 
attention to the fact that several days ago 
there was published a statement that an 
annular eclipse of the sun, visible in the 
southern hemisphere, would be accom- 
panied by extremely strong seismic phono- 
mena, owing to the coincident influence 
of the sun and moon on the earth, 


An Interesting Chancery Case, 


A Suit over the Murray Canal Drowning 
Accident, 


The Maw’ gives the following report of 
the appeal in the case of Milligan ys. Silcox, 
which washeard bofore Chancellor Boyd 
and Justices Proudfoot and Furguson at 
Toronto on Feb, 24th; 

MILLIGAN y. Sitcox,—W. Cassels, (. 
C., and Dickson, Q, O., for defendant, ap- 
pealed from the judgment of Armour, J. 
The action was brought under Lord Camp- 
bell’s Act w recover damages against 
defendant for having occasioned the 
death of the husband and father of the plain- 
tiff. The defendants are contractors for 
the coustruction of part of the works of the 
Murray canal, Aba point-where a public 
road crossed the line of the canal a bridge 
was to be constructed, and in order to con- 
struct the bridge the roadway was remoyed 
and about a hundred yards off a temporary 
road was made across thocanal, This road 
was composed of sand, aud as it was allog- 
ed, was insufficiently fenced. The de- 
ceased travelled across the road, and it was 
discovered that the vehicle in which he 
was travelling had fallen over tho eubank- 
ment and had precipitated the deceased 
into the canal, where he was found 
drowned. ‘The defendants contended that 
they were not liable in law because the 
temporary road was not a public high- 
way, but a near way of convenience which 
they were under no obligation to keep in a 
safe condition for public travel,and also be 
cause the accident happened after the 
works they had contracted with the Gov- 
ernmont to perform had been completed, 
Tt was also urged that the deceased had boon 
guilty of negligence and was drunk a} the 
time of the agcident. Clute and W. lt. 
Biggar (Bolloville), for plaintiffs, supported 
the judgment, relying on the fagt that by 
tho express turms of their contract with the 
Goyernment they were bound to keep the 
road in proper order and to be answorable 
for all damages for not doing so, Judg- 
ment roserved.

one or two well-meaning gentlomen, who 
thought that a knowlodge of goometry might 
prove a substitute for a mastery of cortain 
elomentary problo nein engineering cou 
struction, but found that it would not. The 
best evidence of approyal was imitation,and 
he was pleased to be ablo to tell thom that 
since the first publication of the dosigns for 
the Forth Bridge practically every big 
bridge throughout the world had been built 
on that principle, The weight of one of 
the 1,700 feet spans was about 16,000 tons, 
aud tho heaviest rolling load would not bo 
more than a couple of coal trains, we ighing 
together 800 tons, or only five per cent. of 
the dead weight. The bridge would, there- 
fore, be as stiff us a rock under the pres- 
sure of a train. The ostimated lateral 
pressure of the wind was calculated to be 
24 times as much as the train load, but the 
whole structure was so thoroughly braced 
together by lattice girdera that a hurricane 
or cyclone might blow in any direction up 
or down the Forth without affecting the 
stability of the bridge. To carry out the 
work there was an army of 3,500 workmen, 
officered by a proportionate number of 
engineers, his partner, Sir John Fowler, 
being the chief, Altogether nearly £400,- 
000, had been expended on plant and 
temporary works, and about £360,000 for 
steel plates, while £850,000 had to be dis- 
tributed in daily wages to workmen, On 
the engineering staff at the works were ro- 
presentatives of England, Scotland, ILre- 
land, Germany, Denmark, Sweden and 
Japan, ail good and trae, men working 
zealously together with one sole aim—the 
good ofthe job. The same spirit animated 
officers and men, and whilst they gave full 
credit to the chiefs, they must not forget 
that building the Forth Bridge was in 
many respects a soldier's battle, To cling 
to icy cold plates, hundreds of feet in the 
air, with a bitter wiud howling round one, 
required courage similar to that which led 
nien to charge the foe in battle, or to 
launch alife-boat to the rescue of some 
shipwrecked erew. All honor, therefore, 
to the workmen of the Forth Bridge, who 
day by day were proving that ‘* Peace hath 
her victories not less renowned than war.”

The Resistance of the Atmosbperc. 


(Century for January.) 


From Professor Langley’s illustrated pa- 
per on Coments and Meteors in the January 
Century we quote as follows; ‘Everybody 
has noticed that if we move a fan gently, the 
air parts before it with little effort, while, 
when we try to fan violently, the same airis 
felt to react; yet if we go on to say that if 
tho motion is still more violent, the at- 
mosphere will resist like a solid, against 
which the fan, it made of iron, would break 
in pieces, this may seem to some an unex- 
pected property of the ‘nimble’ air through 
which we move daily. Yet this is the case, 
and 1, “%@ motion is only so quick that the 
air cannot get o:"¢ fo the way, a body hurled 
against it will rise in ten:*rature like a shot 
striking an armor-plate. It is atta question 
of speed, and that of the meteorite is kno “" 
to beimmense, One has been seen to tly 
over this country from the Mississippi to 
the Atlantic in an inappreciably short time, 
probably in less than two minutes; and 
though at a presumable height of over fifty 
miles, the velocity with which it shot by 
gave everyone the impression that it went 
just above his head, and some witnesses of 
the unexpected apparition looked the next 
day to see if it had struck their chimneys. 
the heat developed by arrested motion in 
the case of a mass of iron movin twenty 
miles a second can be calculated, and is 
found to be much more than enough, not 
only to melt it, but to turn it into vapor ; 
though what probably does happen is, ac- 
cording to Professor Newton,that the molt- 
ed surface-portions are wiped away by the 
pressure of the air and yolatilizod to form 
the luminous train, the interior remaining 
cold, until the difference of the temperature 
causes a fracture, when the stone breaks and 
pieces’ fall—some of them at red-hot heat, 
some of them, possibly, at the temperature 
of outer space, or far below that of freezing 
mercury, 

‘Whero did these stones come from? 
What made them? Tho answer is not yot 
complete, but if a part of the riddlo is al- 
ready yielding to pationce, it is worthy of 
note, as an inatance of the connection of the 
sciences, that the first help to the solution 
of this astronomical enigma came from tho 
chemists and the geologists.’

AND ITS LIES EXPOSED BY A GRIT JOURNAL, 


The Hamilton Times, a prominent Grit 
journal, sizes up the situation as follows :

Mowat and his colleagues! They have said

**do not believe you, Mr, Pardes, nor you, 
‘“* Frasher ; nor you, Ross; nor you Hardy. 
**We trust in Sir John and approve of 
‘* what he hasdone. We have prospered 
“under him, and intend to stand up for 
‘* his administration of affairs.” So Mr, 
Mowat and the people of Ontario do not 
agree on the Dominion issues. It is true 
that they have'set up the ‘Little Premier” 
to run a sort of a® political’ pea-nut’ stand, 
* but'wheh graver matters are at stake, those 
that affect the welfare of the country as a 
whole, they set Mr. Mowat and his col- 
leagues entirely on one side. They do not 
care two straws for their opinion; and 
deride their counsel, To have the con- 
‘trol of the Licensé Commissionera ; to 
bulldoze the bailiffs and other county offi- 
cers ;- to peddle out timber lands to Yankee 
speculators, to receive some $2,000,000 a 
year from the earnings of the Dominion 
and dole it out amongst the charitable insti- 
tutions of the Province, may be,—it is— 
work thatis very necessary to be done. 
But itissimple routine as compared to 
those great issues that fall to the lof of the 
Dominion Administration to deal with. The 
Province of Ontario, contains, for the most 
part, a homegenvous people. The same gen- 
eral purposes animate the wholo. They are 
controlled by reason rather than given up 
to prejudice. Their interests are.much 
in common. There are few Annexa- 
tionits amongst them. They hold as‘one 
man to British connexion, and are not 
likely to be detached fromit excopt as 
the result of an overwhelming furce. As 
Mr. Mowat has todeal with very casy 
matters, amongst a people so one in genti- 
ment, his task is but child's play as com- 
pared with the duties which apportain to 
the conduct of Dominion affairs. There it 
is seon that adjustment is necessary, That 
populations differing very much in senti- 
ment and-origin havo to be harmonized, 
That interests strongly at variance with 
some that exist in the west have to be dealt 
tenderly with, and considerations arising 
from geographical contiguity taken into 
the account. It is easy for Mr. Mowat to 
strut about with his litle assortment of 
small wares and call out at the top of his 
voice “Seo whata big man lam!" But if 
he were required to raise the necessary

al possession of Canada as are the prairies 
of Illinois, or the forests of Maine. Fish 
food fromthe polar regions, brought to 
these coasts by Arctic currents,afford a sus- 
tenance for countless millions of fish, 
destined in turn for the sustenance of 
| human life, It is no wonder that Canada 

holds firmly to her vast fishingiterests. ‘The 
advantages which she derives from the bait 
which lines her shores, indented by numer- 
ous bays, isa geographical one. When you 
recall the fact that 26 per cent, of the cost 
| of tho ordinary fishing voyage is found in

Defensive Armor at the Time of the 
Norman Conquest, 


The principal garment worn in battle at 
this time by both Normans and Englishmen 
who were rich or powerful (for the ordina- 
ry people fought in their everyday clothes) 
was so shaped as to cover the arms to tho 
elbow, and the legs to the knee. It was 
made of leather or strong cloth, on which 
were sewed small plates or-rings of metal. 
It was probably also wadded, as an addi- 
tional protection. Sometimes, instead of 
the plates or rings, a trellis work of leatber 
was made and strengthoned with studs. 
The garment had a square opening in the 
breast, to enable the wearer to struggle in- 
to it, first his legs, then one arm, then the 
other. When he was in, a flap was buckled 
Or Lbubtoned acroaa the opening. A hood, 
of the same material as this y garment, 
covered the head and shoulders. On top 
of the hood was placed a helmet of iron and 
bronze, conical or nearly so in shape, and 
fitting round the head like a hat, A pieco 
of iron came down from the rim in front, 
protecting the nose, and partially masking 
the face. There was sometimes a similar 
piece to cover the back of the head and the 
nape of the neck. These helmets must 
have been both heavy and uncomfortable, 
asthe whole weight rested on the head, 
and a perfect fit must have been difficult 
toobtain, William and one or two of his 
greatest nobles wore hose protected by 
plates or rings, like their coats ; but most 
men, noble and simple, relied in battle on 
an elaborate arrangement of straps reach- 
ing fgom the knee to the ankle, and recall 
ing that worn to‘day by the peasants of the 
Roman Campagna. On their left arms the 
warriors carried almond shaped shields, 
three orfour feet long. For these the Eng- 
lish sometimes substituted round or oval 
shields. Tho shield was probably made of 
wood, covered with leather, and having a 
border of metal and a projection, or bose, 
of motal in the’ widest part. The studs 
which held the straps by which the shield 
was carried also appeared on the outside, 
The surface, slightly curved and generally 
of ono plain color with a border, was somo- 
times decorated with color lines, a cross, or 
the figure of adragon. Armorial bearings 
did not appear on shields until a later date,

Waves, and the continuous down- wearing 
Which the rivers and glaciers bring about, 
Were it not that the continents grow up- 
ward, from age to age, ata rate which com- 
pensates fer their erosion,there would be no 
lands ft for a theatre of life ; if they had 
grown too slowly, their natural enemies,the 
wayes and rain, would have kept them to 
the ovean level ; if too fast, they would lift 
now surfaces into the regions of eternal 
cold. Asit is, the incessant growth has 
been so well measured to the needs, that 
for a hundred million years, moro or less, 
tho lands have afforded 
prosperous life. This 
whon measured in terms of human oxper- 
lence, is slow ; it probably does not exceed, 
on the avorage, ono foot in threo or four 
thousand years.
